his lives in m isery and w ant in G unnison. 
She has four little children, and is n ev er 
free from the duties o f m aternity, as the m an 
w ho claim s her visits her at his con venience, 
but dbes nothing toward her support. 
S h e 
is alm ost helpless from her cares and poverty, 
and has to be helped by th e neighb ors, 
am ong whom there is talk o f ad op tin g and 
caring for the little ones, w ho are w orse th an 
orphaned at hom e. 
T he m other does her 
best for them* but that is insufficient w ith o u t 
the father’s help.

Agnew and H am ilton w o u ld be sufficient and 
he didn't care to have th e o th ers go.

of course, they feared th e ir dism issal would 
be regarded as a reilection u p o n their profes­ 
sional reputation.

S t . L ouis, S eptem ber S.—In regard to the 
train robbery th e follow ing particulars are 
given: 
T he train w as a west bound express 
and had one h u n d red passengers all of whom 
lost som ething an d m any quite heavily. F rank 
Lombard, th e new s agent, says: 
“ I was in 
the sm oking-car talk in g w ith Conductor Jack 
llasselbacker. 
W e w ere on an up grade four 
miles from Independence and all of a sudden 
the train catne to a stop. W e heard loud cries 
and pistol shots and saw lanterns flashing. 
We knew th e tra in robbers were there. 
Ilas- 
selbacker ran b ack into the train and w'arned 
the passengers w ho w ere all looking out of 
the 
w indow s 
u n til the 
robbers 
ordered 
them 
to 
p u ll 
in 
their 
heads 
and 
keep quiet. 
T h e robbers had an obstruction. 
I am s u re -th e re w ere a dozen of them , al­ 
though some of th e passengers place the num ­ 
ber at sixteen. E verybody was panic-stricken 
and helpless. 
1 ran out of the car and found 
men m urdering the engineer and fireman, 
who were poorly arm ed. The robbers all had 
Henry rilles. 
T hey w ere sw earing loudly 
and shooting at random , and some shots pass­ 
ed into the m ail car b u t did not touch any­ 
thing. 
Kxpress .Messenger F<>x had in the 
meantime b arred 
the express car. 
T hey 
climbed up <m it and ran around and began to 
shoot. 
T hey broke in the car and knocked 
him down by a violent blow mi the head, and 
then robbed the sate of everything. 
1 ran 
back into th e sm oking car and hid some 
money, but th e robbers came in and ordered 
me to lie dow n. 
T hey then pointed a revol­ 
ver at me and ordered me to “fork over." 
I 
said my m oney w as under the cushion. They 
told me to get it, and I got it in a hurry, you 
can bet. 
T liry w ent back to th e other cars 
and m ade a w holesale robbery of money, 
watches and jew elry. 
Some of the passen­ 
gers saved thuir m oney, but the m ajority lost 
all. 
The ladies were- compelled to sit on the 
floor, and som e had ear-rings taken from their 
ears and m any lost their jewelry. 
One man 
lost st50. 
In 
the m eantim e the freight 
train 
was 
com ing 
up 
behind 
us 
and Burton, a brakem an, ran down the track 
with a storm o f bullets behind him. 
lie 
stopped the tra in and probably saved many 
lives. 
A fter the ears w ere gone through the 
robbers ju m p ed off and struck for the tim ber 
where their horses w ere. 
The men in front 
helped the tra in m en roll olt the obstruction 
and then jo in ed th eir companions. 
1 should 
say we stood stili half an hour. 


Frank B urton said, “I was standing on the 
front piaiform of the sleeper when the train 
stopped and I h eard voices and oaths on the 
back platform . I said, 
“ We are going to be 
robbed.” 
T hen one of the robbers cried out, 
“We are com ing in anil going through you 
all.” 
R e m e m b e re d the freight train was 
just behind m e an d I heard it coming up. 
I 
jum ped off an d ran w ith my lantern down 
the track, th ey com m enced shooting at me 
and the bu llets w histled all round me and 
struck the rails an d stones. 
They m ust have 
fired tw entv-li\ e shots. 


The 
en g in eer 
said:

sake don't shoot th e boy.

Burton did n o t think he was Jesse Jam es 
or any of his gang. 
They all acted green at 
the business a n d he thought they w ere men 
living in th e vicinity. 
They all seem ed quite 
young and m ad e no attem pt to disguise their 
veices. T he passengers’ story is substantially 
as above. 


Express M essenger -Fox, who refused to 
give up his k ey s to the train robbers at Glen­ 
dale was terrib ly beaten and cannot live.

THE PIRST OAST. 


The Steel Works at Pueblo Now in Opera­ 
tion—-First Cast of Twelve Tons 
Made on Wednesday. 


T he Colorado people have watched w ith in­ 
terest for the past year the construction of the 
steel w orks at Pueblo. 
These works are now 
in operation, and yesterday's Chieftain has 
the follow ing account of their first day's 
w o rk : 
“ On Tuesday evening last the horizon 
in the vicinity of Taylorville was lit up with 
a ruddy glare; tongues of flame leaped up­ 
wards from the tall massive chimneys, a dense 
volume of sm oke rolled and tum bled before 
the w inds, bright lights flashed here and 
there, and it soon became evident that the 
steel works, the most im portant m anufactur­ 
ing industry ever known to Colorado, or the 
entire region of country west of the Missouri 
river, w ere started at last and in active opera­ 
tion.

UNLAW FUL HEALERS. 


Several Colorado Springs Physicians Arrested 
for not Complying With the 
State Statute. 


Determination of the County Medical Board 
to Enforce the Law, 


A t th e la s t sessio n of the Colorado legisla­ 
ture an a c t w a s passed to protect the public 
health a n d re g u la te the practice of m edicine. 
In o rd er to c o m p ly with the statute it w as 
m ade n e c e s s a ry fo r every person practicing 
m edicine to 
p o ssess qualification, diplom a, 
etc., as w e ll a s a license from the state board 
of m ed ical e x a m in e rs. 
Every doctor holding 
such lic e n se w a s required to liave the sam e 
recorded in th e county clerk's cilice of the 
county in w h ic h h e w as practicing. 


A t th e la s t m e e tin g of the El Paso C ounty 
M edical a s s o c ia tio n the question was brought 
up fo r c o n s id e ra tio n , and several m em bers re­ 
ported th a t to th e ir knowledge several doctors 
w ere p r a c tic in g medicine, both in this city 
and in th e c o u n ty outside, without having 
com plied w ith th e conditions of the statute 
m ade a n d p ro v id e d for such practice. 
Dr. 


E. C. K im b a ll, o u r city physician, took the 
m atter in h a n d jeste n la y in behalf of the 
county a s s o c ia tio n and had warrants issued 
for th e a r r e s t o f Doctors Smith, Benbow and 
B eecher, a ll o f w hom were adm inistering to 
th e sic k w ith o u t; proper authority to do so.

the law is en fo rced . 
In Denver and Lead- 
ville n u m e ro u s charges have already been 
b ro u g h t a n d sustained.

m o n th it c a n n o t be a m atter of surprise th a t 
th e p e o p le a re alarmed. 
In K entucky so 
m u c h d ry n e s s has not been known since 1854. 
T h e c o rn cro p is nearly all destroyed and 
la s t y e a r ’s corn has advanced rapidly in 
p rice. 
F a rm e rs cannot w ater their stock 
a n d th e c a ttle look shaggy and are in ppor 
fo rn i. 
I n Illin o is the rain lias not fallen in 
so m e p o rtio n s for over nine weeks and the 
c ro p s a r e ru in ed and the dust and dryness is 
a lm o st 
u n b earable, 
in Texas cotton show s 
a h e a v y lo ss nnd not much more than h alf a 
cro p w ill b e m ade. 
In Ohio is the sam e story. 
N o r a in fo r w eeks, fall ploughing delayed on 
a c c o u n t o f d ry n ess and short crops generally 
re p o rte d . 


I t is to b e especially regretted that the crops 
o f th is c o u n try should suffer this year. 
W e 
a re lik e lv to need more grain than usual, for 
th e r a in y w e a th e r in England has been as dis­ 
a s tro u s to th e crops as the dry season has 
h ere, a n d it is not unlikely that A m erica w ill 
be c a lle d u p o n to supply whatever deficiency 
th e re is in th e European grain supply. 
If the 
d ro u g h t co n tin u es in this country and the w et 
w e a th e r in E ngland the prospects of abun­ 
d a n t c e re a ls and low prices the com ing w in­ 
te r a r e n o t encouraging, and short crops in 
th is c o u n tr y m ean limited supply for the la­ 
b o rin g p e o p le in Europe. 
If we cannot m eet 
fo re ig n d e m a n d the drought of 18S1 w ill be 
one o f th e m o st serious in history. 
It is not 
too la te e v en now fo ra change in the w eather 
to g r e a tly d im inish the losses. 


PRESIDENTIAL DUTY. 


SOUTHERN UTES. 
THE PRESIDENT. 


N early every year there is some section of 
" 'ir eohntry which suffers severely 
from 
drought. 
This season the suffering is prin- 
■ ipally in the east, and m any a bright hope of 
farm er and producer has been blighted by 
'lie terrible dryness which is now ruining 
h arvests, and which has so dried up th e 
stream s th at m anufacturers even are forced 
i" shut down their mills. 
The drought of 
ls s i w ill be an historical one, for it covers a 
g reater extent of territory in the U n ited 
sta te s than any which has visited the country 
■ince 1872. 
A t present fully tw o-thirds o f 
! he states are suffering for rain, and th e 
cereal crops, and especially the corn crops, 
are being ruined. 
In V irginia the tobacco 
ei op is.’sulfering severely. 
In P ennsylvania, 
N ew Y ork, Maryland, D elaw are and th e 
g reat m iddle tier of states extending to th e 
Rocky M ountains have been heavy losers. 


To show tbe injury to crops more specifical- 


T h e N e w Y ork Evening Post has an article 
u n d e r th e above heading which deserves care­ 
fu l re a d in g . 
I t discusses a subject destined 
so o n to h a v e m ore attention paid to it, and 
w h ic h h a d it been attended to long ago w ould 
h a v e s a v e d a strong man much suffering and 
a n a tio n m u ch anxiety.

His absence from the 
e x e c u t iv e ottice has not yet been as long as w hen 
P r e sid e n t H ayes visited the Pacific coast, w hen 
no p u b lic in terests suffered. Cue cabinet officer 
in sp ea k in g ' o f this matter to-day Baid th at if he 
h ad h a lf uu hour in which to talk with the presi­ 
d en t b e c o u ld transact all needed business w ith 
h im iu o n e m inute. 


T h is , sa y s the Post, is all very true. 
T he 
im p e ra tiv e an d im portant business to w hich 
th e p r e s id e n t has to attend is small. 
H is du­ 
tie s h a v e n o t been laborious since the 1st of 
M a rc h , a n d have consisted sim ply in m aking 
a fe w ap p o in tm en ts, signing a few * treaties 
a n d a tte n d in g to such m inor details as could 
b e e a s ily disposed of by a man of G arfield’s 
f a m ilia r ity w ith public affairs in a sh o rt tim e 
a n d w ith o u t great exertion. 
D uring his ill­ 
n e ss th e r e have been no m atters of g reat im ­ 
p o rta n c e to need his attention, and had he 
b e e n a b s e n t on a vacation no one w ould have 
th o u g h t o f the public service as neglected, or 
h a v e im a g in e d that the vice president w as ab­ 
s o lu te ly needed. 


A n d y e t, and here is the m atter w hich calls 
lo u d ly f o r attention, it is well know n th at 
w h e n P re sid e n t Garfield came to L ong B ranch 
f o r th e firs t tim e he was overburdened w ith 
c a re s a n d w ork, which followed him even to 
h is r e tr e a t an d to the bed side of his sick w ife. 


T h e P o s t sa y s: 
It w a s a work which began when he rose in 
th e m o rn in g , and ended only when he retired 
fo r th e n ia ht, and work of the most harrassing 
an d exh au stin g- kind. But it was wholly unnec­ 
e ssa r y w ork . 
It was not work imposed on him 
by th e con stitu tion or the laws. It contributed 
nothing- to the improvement of the adm inistra­ 
tio n o r o f an y other* public interest. It did not 
ten d to prom ote the public welfare in any m an­ 
n er w h a te v e r . On the contrary, it dim inished 
th e s to c k o f energy, vitality aud perspicacity 
w h ic h th e president is bound by his oath o f 
office to bring' to the discharge of his necessary 
d u tie s, an d to keep in readiness for unforeseen 
em ei'tren eies, and for the maintenance of w hich 
h e, in p a rt, draws his salary. It unquestionably 
m ad e h im physically less able lo bear the terri­ 
b le s tr u g g le for life in which he is now engaged 
th a n h e w ou ld otherwise have been. 


A n d y e t this labor, this constant toil, con­ 
sis te d sim p ly in listening to the argum ents, 
a n d re a d in g the petitions of a vast arm y of 
m e n w h o w ere obscure and unknow n. 
T hey 
m a d e m o re w ork for the president th an did 
a ll th e d u tie s of his oflice. 
T he oflice seekers 
m a d e th e life of President Garfield a h ard 
o n e. 
N o t only did the applicants fo r thous­ 
a n d s o f sm all offices attack the chief execu­ 
tiv e , b u t they harrassed the m em bers o f th e 
c a b in e t as well. 
They were not to be stop­ 
p e d , a n d w ere only satistied w hen they could 
h a v e 
g iv en w hat they asked for. 
I f the 
p r e s id e n t h ad been a well man d u rin g the 
su m m e r, h ad he been at Long B ranch or a t 
W a sh in g to n , there would still have follow ed 
h im th is crow d of office seekers. G uiteau w as 
a p la c e seeker, and sought to kill the p resident. 
H e w a s anxious to kill quickly but others of 
h is c la s s w ere not the less liable to inliict in­ 
j u r y 
u p o n the president' mid th eir to rtu re 
w o u ld h av e been long drawn out and lasting. 


too th e n because the president m ust appoint 
m e n th e places he has been overtaxed and 
n e a r ly killed . 
Instead of his being able to 
h u s b a n d his strength for any great em ergency 
th a t m ig h t arise, lie has been com pelled to 
lis te n to appeals and to exert him self over 
tr illin g details an.l has in the end been laid 
u p o n a b ed of suffering because he happened 
to o ffe n d one man. 
In these past tw o m onths 
it is n o t ih e public service which has suffered. 
T h e adm inistration machine has. ru u itself. 
B u t th e business which has suffered is th e 
b u s in e s s fo r which, says the Post, it is th e 
d u ty o f th e country to insist th at all presi­ 
d e n ts 
‘sh all be perm anently disabled, a n d 
d is a b le d w ith a disability which uo vice 
president can make good.” 


The Treaty Honesty Sense of Humor — 
Ideas of Justice - Burial of Ouray. 


TH E RECEN T T R EA TY -. 


L a st w inter the governm ent b o u g h t th e 
reservation of the Southern U tes w h ic h in ­ 
cludes nearly all the good a g ricu ltu ral la n d 
in th e southwestern part of Colorado. 
I t in ­ 
cluded the valleys of the P iedra, L o s P in o s, 
F lorida, Animas, La Plata, M ancos, a n d S a n 
Ju a n . 
In return for this the In d ian s w e re to 
receive land in severalty, 1(50 acres of a g ric u l­ 
tu ra l land to each head of a fa m ily a n d 80 
acres to each minor, and the sam e a m o u n t o f 
p astu re land for each. 
The trib e w a s to r e ­ 
ceive 811(5,000 for agricultural 
im p le m e n ts 
and 
buildings 
for 
individual 
h o m e s. 
Besides this $‘25,000 was paid dow n to th e m 
last fall for signing the treaty a n d 810,<567 is 
to be paid annually. 
Mr. M oneypenny 
h a s 
p u t a liberal construction to th e tr e a ty in 
favor of the Indians which is as b ad f o r th e 
Indians as for the whites. 
T o c a rry o u t th e 
treaty*?.1»,000 acres of agricultural 
la n d w ill 
be required. 
To give this am ount in C o lo rad o 
w ijl require all the agricultural la n d in th v 
above named valleys and this is a b o u t a ll th e 
agricultural land in southw estern 
C olorado. 
T h ere would be no good objection 'to th is , if 
th ere was a serious purpose on th e p a rt o f th e 
Indians to cultivate it. 
B ut th e re 
is n o t. 
Ignacio, unlike Ouray, is opposed to h is p eo ­ 
ple becoming too civilized. 
L a st 
w in te r 
he knocked Buckskin Charlie dow n fo r s u g ­ 
gesting that some of the children sh o u ld be 
sen t to the Carlisle 
school. 
M r. 
M oney- 
peim y 
took 
this 
action 
b e c a u se 
he 
felt 
that 
the 
Indians 
had 
been 
very 
u n ju stly treated and wanted to do th e m all 
the justice he could. 
W e p resum e t h a t he 
w as the more obstinate because of th e u n f a ir 
disposition which had been m a n ife ste d to ­ 
w ard the Utes by the people of 
C o lo rad o . 
T h is is all unfortunate. 
The tre a ty a llo w e d 
a different construction. 
The In d ia n s co u ld 
have been settled on the La P lata a n d in N e w 
Mexico, where they would have h ad th e sa m e 
k in d of country and been eq u ally p le a s e d . 
T h is would have satisfied the settle*, ^ y i S an 
Ju a n and have partially prevented f e e c o n ­ 
sta n t annoyance there now is b e tw e e n th e 
tw o races, which is likely to cause b lo o d sh e d 
any day. 
It is unfortunate th a t o u r p e o p le 
should hav« taken such an ex trem e p o sitio n 
th a t they could not have show n to M r. M o n e y ­ 
penny the practical effects of h is p la n . 
H e 
w as actuated by the best m otives, a n d o n ly 
w anted justice for his wards. 
A s it is th e 
treaty is not a practicable one. 
T h e s e q u e s ­ 
tions cannot be adjusted on p h ila n th ro p ic 
grounds independent of existing fa c ts. 
A 
w iser friend would have recognized c e rta in 
things which Mr. M oneypenny w o u ld n o t see 
and have settled the Indians w h e re th e y 
w ould have been as happy, as lik e ly to be 
civilized, and less free from tro u b le . 
T h e 
treaty cannot last long w ithout r e s u ltin g in 
th e destruction of the Indians, u n le ss th e re 
is a miraculous change hi them . 


C U A K A IT EIS OK T U É V T K S . 


W e have alluded to the fact th a t th e r e is 
little tendency now m anifested a m o n g th e 
Southern Utes toward adopting th e civ ilized 
custom s of the whites. 
T hey p re fe r th e ir 
easy roving life. 
A few In d ia n s 
lik e 
O jo 
Blanco and Buckskin Charlie co u ld b e e a sily 
induced to adopt more civilized m e th o d s 
in .living, and if 
they w ere 
th e 
le a d e rs 
of the ¡Southern Utes, there w ould b e som e 
hope 
that 
the 
tribe 
m ig h t 
im p ro v e 
th e opportunity now given it to se ttle la n d s in 
severalty. 
But Ignacio is m ore in flu e n tia l 
an d is against breaking up the old m a n n e r of 
life. 
Still these Utes have v irtu e s w h ic h civ­ 
ilized people might cultivate w ith profit. 
O ne 
peculiarity of their disposition is sh o w n ev ery 
W ednesday on ration day. 
T h en th e sq u a w s 
of two hundred and lifty fam ilies asse m b le 
to get the provisions for th e w eek . 
T h e 
sam e class of people in a civilized c o m m u n ity 
w ould have more or less trouble a n d je a lo u s y 
on such occasions.' 
B ut in th e th r e e y e a rs 
th a t our inform ant has been a t th e agency, 
he says he never saw any q u a rre lin g am o n g 
th e women. This shows an e x te n t o f a m ia b il­ 
ity of tem per which we w ould look fo r in vain 
in our own race. 


H O N E S T Y . 


T he agency people all say th a t th e y are 
honest except that they will steal 
a horse. 
T his may be compared to the u m b re lla fa ilin g 
in white people. 
T he trader a t th e agency 
tru sts these Indians to the a m o u n t o f $'25 and 
S:50 and never feels any in se cu rity . 
T h ey 
feel the obligation of a debt. 


The thought of avoiding its p a y m e n t does 
n o t occur to them. 
T hey w ill n o t s te a l ex­ 
cept in the instance m entioned ab o v e. 
No 
effort is made at the agency b u ild in g s to pre- 
v ént stealing because there is n o t a n y danger. 
T h e doors 
are open and u n lo c k e d . 
In 
trading with them we noticed th a t th e r e was 
an entire absence of su s p ic io u s'fe e lin g th a t 
they would be cheated. 


IND IA N JllK A O f J U S T IC E . 


A good story is told to illu stra te th e ir idea 
of justice. 
A round-up to o k p la c e a few 
m iles distant from the agency th is su m m er 
a t which oiui Indian was p resen t. 
T h is I n ­ 
dian thought a heifer in th e b u n c h belonged 
to him. 
A cow-boy denied it a n d k n o ck ed 
th e Indian over the head w itk a revolver, 
thus dism ounting him . 
T h e I n d ia n saw ' he 
w as in too great a m inority a n d , ju m p in g 
on his horse, 
started for th e a g e n c y . 
Un 
his wav he met a white m an w hom h e in turn 
knocked over the head w ith h is re v o lv e r and 
dism ounted. 
H e took the w h ite m a n 's revol­ 
ver and continued his rule to th e ag e n c y . 
On 
1ns arrival, he w ent to th e a g e » t, Colonel 
Page, and told him w hat had h a p p e n e d . 
Col­ 
onel Page said: 


“W as the man you knoeked o v er th e head 
the man who struck you?” 


“No; but he was a w hite m a n ,” w a s the 
answer. 


This is a good illustration o f h is idea of 
justice. 
The offense of a w h ite m a n is the. 
offense of the race. 
In som e m e a s u re our 
frontiersm en practice th e sa m e ju s tic e to­ 
ward the Indian. 
T he in ju ry d o n e b y a sin­ 
gle Indian is treasured up a g a in s t th e race.

Some Incidents of His Nevada Life__A 


Brave Man Too Soon Dead. 


The Bodie Free Press in a late issue has 
the following account of the life o l the late 
George Daly: 
“Our dispatches record the 
death of George Daly at the hands of a band 
of Apache Indians. 
George D aly w as a man 
as well known in Bodie as any one who has 
ever lived here, and the circum stances of h'i.s 
leaving this district were am ong the most 
exciting events in its history. 
D aly was born 
in Australia, 
llis parents were Irish Protest­ 
ants, his father being a clergym an of the es­ 
tablished church. 
H e came to San Francisco 
while quite young, and there learned the prin­ 
ter’s trade. 
For many years he w as forem an 
of the Alta job office, and w as an excellent 
workman. 
He was very prom inent in the 
craft as a non-Union man, and w as said tu 
have been largely instrumental in destroying 
the power of the Typographical U nion in that 
city, which at one time was one o f the largest 
in the United States. 
H e cam e to the Coin- 
stock about 1870, and took charge of the En­ 
terprise job office. 
Subsequently he became 
its proprietor, and continued to own it until 
quite recently. 
In the m eantim e he became 
interested in mining, and 
was 
ap poin ted 
superintendent of a little m ine called the 
Erie 
Consolidated, 
and 
afterward 
of 
the 
Florida. 
When 
the 
Bodie excite­ 
ment broke 
ouf 
in 1STT, 
there 
was at 
the same time much interest felt in tlie neii.ii- 
boriug district of Esmeralda, and a number 
of wealthy mining men undertook the devel­ 
opment of the district at depth at the Real del 
Slonte mine, and Daly w as appointed super­ 
intendent. 
This was the first large work 
which he undertook, and although in ¡is 
results it was unsatisfactory, it was carried 
on in a liberal and com prehensive 
m anner. 
When the Slono mine was segregated from 
the Bodie in 1878, Daly was appointed super­ 
intendent, and under his direction the lanre 
works standing over the Slono shaft were 
erected. lie was one of the original purchasers 
of the Bodie tunnel and Jupiter properties, 
and he was superintendent of the hitter until 
the fall of 1877, when he left here. 
Durim; 
the summer named, occurred 
the 
famous 
Owyhee-Jupiter fight, 
in which Daly was :i 
central figure, and which resulted in his ex­ 
pulsion from the district. 
The diflicultv 
arose over a piece of disputed ground at the 
south end of the Jupiter m ine, in which the 
Owyhee claimants had been engaged in sink­ 
ing a shaft. 
Daly ordered these men to <|uit 
and upon their refusal to do so he sent a 
body of 
armed men 
to 
the 
spot 
the 
following night 
under 
Joseph 
and Ber­ 
nard SlcDonald, the former being at the time 
foreman of the Jupiter, 
who filled up the 
shaft and erected on it a barricade of boards. 
On the following night an attem pt wras made 
by the Owyhee men to retake the 
place, 
without success. 
Near m orning the Jupiter 
men, consisting of Joseph and 
Barney Mc­ 
Donald, Henry Heif, 
George 
H a rb er and 
William Andrews, made a charge on the 
Owyhee people, who were entrenched in and 
about the tlugout cabin of Peter Burke, in« 
little gulch close by. 
In this charge Jolr& 
Goff, one ot the owners of the O w yhee claim, 
and at the same time a shift boss in the Ue- 
ilie mine ,was killed. 
The follow ing day was 
was one of great excitem ent in Bodie. 
Golf 
was a man well liked, and D aly was consid- , 
ered responsible by. a large portion of the 
community for his death, and especially so by 
the members of the miners’ union, of w hich 
he was a member. 
There w ere often threats 
of lynching made, and it is altogether likely 
that if he bad not been hurried out of town 
by some gentlemen who though not approv­ 
ing the rash stand he had taken, did not 
wish to see further bloodshed, he would 
have been killed the follow ing night. 
Upon 
his subsequent trial he was cleared : but the 
miners’ union 
then took up 
the 
matter 
anti passed resolutions to the effect that 
neither Daly nor any of the parties directly 
connected with the killing of Golf, could live 
in Bodie. 
Daly fortified him self in the Jupi­ 
ter hoisting w'ork, and held his ground for a 
short time, but finally succum bed to superior 
force and the solicitations of those who wore 
friendly to him, and yet were more in favor 
of mining in Bodie than fighting. 
H e resign­ 
ed his superintendency of the Slono, Jupiter, 
and Ileal del Slonte and departed for the 
east, almost penniless. .In N ew York he re­ 
newed his acquaintance with his old San 
Francisco friend, George' D. Kobers, who 
placed him in charge of the L ittle Chief mine 
at Leadville. 
He made 860,000 there the 
first year, anti had a big figlit w ith the Lead­ 
ville miners’ union, iu which he w as more 
successful than 111 Bodie— in fact, he carried 
his point with a display of courage for which 
he was distinguished. 
H e afterwards took 
charge of a heavy m ining schem e in New 
Slexico, where, as stated, he w as killed while 
leading a charge against A pache Indians 011 
Saturday last.

The Uncompahgre 
Utes on 
their Way to Utah, 


They Leave Their Old Res­ 
ervation Peacefully, 


Judge T. A. M cM orris.one o f the members of 
the U te Indian co m m ission, cam e up from Los 
Pinos yesterday m o rn in g , a n d in conversation 
with a Ga z e t t e re p o rte r h e gave some facts 
concerning the rem o v al o f th e U tes to their 
new reservation in U ta h . 
M any of the Colo­ 
rado papers h av e p re d ic te d th a t the Utes 
would not leave th e ir C olorado reservation 
without causing so m e tro u b le , and even with­ 
in the past few d ay s a rtic le s have been pub­ 
lished stating th a t th e In d ia n s would remove 
their squaws an d effects to U tah and then re­ 
turn to fight. 
M r. M cM orris says that no 
feeling of this k in d e x iste d 
w hen the Utes 
left the reservation. 
H e personally had the 
supervision of th e ir re m o v a l and with the ex­ 
ception of but o ne in sta n c e th ey followed out 
his instructions. 
A fte r a ll 
provisions had 
been made for th e ir rem o v al, the Indians re­ 
fused to move on a t C om m issioner McMorris’ 
request. 
G eneral M cK en zie w as informed of 
this fact and h e a t once called the Indians 
together for a c o n su lta tio n . 


A t first they w e ie in c lin e d to be slightly 
obstinate but th e g e n e ra l g av e them to under­ 
stand th at they m u st go a n d a t the conclusion 
of the conference sa id th a t they could have 
until the next d ay to d ecid e. 
The following 
morning the In d ia n s w’e re all drawn up in 
line with squaw s, c a ttle , groats and all other 
effects ready to m arch . 
N eith e r by word or 
action did they in d ic a te opposition or light. 
On the contrary th e y m o v ed olt' peaceably and 
quietly. 
T hey h a d e v id e n tly come to the 
conclusion th a t it w a s 
u se less for them to 
refuse to go. 


By way of illu s tra tio n Ju d g e McMorris re­ 
lated to the re p o rte r a b it of conversation 
that passed b etw een h im a n d one of the war­ 
riors shortly b e fo re th e y le ft the reservation. 
Speaking about fig hting1, 1 asked one of the 
Indians w hat h e th o u g h t ab o u t his tribe fight­ 
ing. 
In reply h e sa id “ In d ia n no fight; ten 
Indians k illed, n o m o re In d ian s come; ten 
soldiers killed, m a n y h u n d re d more soldiers 
come.'’ 
T his im p re ss io n seem ed to prevail 
generally am ong th e m em b ers of the tribe. 
In all about 
1450 
In d ia n s left, including 
squaws, ch ild ren a n d a ll. 
Of this number 
only about 350 m e n w e re able to go to war. 
. 


W ith them th e In d ia n s to o k 15,000 head of 
stock, consisting o f sh e ep , horses, goats and 
cattle. 
T hey a re p e rfe c tly fam iliar with the 
country, tind w ill b e allo w ed to choose their 
own route in g o in g to U ta h . A s the trails are 
in m any places v e ry n arro w ’, the Indians can 
not keep w ell to g e th e r b u t w ill be compelled 
to stretch o u t o v er tw en ty -fiv e or thirty miles 
of country. 
G e n e ra l M cK enzie, with a body 
of troops w ill fo llo w 
in th e rear of the In­ 
dians and see th a t th e y reach their new home 
in safety. 
N o so o n e r h a d th e Indians left the 
reservation th a n th e prospectors commenced 
to rush in an d lo cate claim s. 
Judge McMor­ 
ris sold all th e a g e n c y buildings and effects, 
and has v irtu a lly c lo sed u p the work that he 
was sent th ere to p e rfo rm . 
H e says that the 
im pression seem s to h a v e gained circulation 
that the co m m issio n ers have, in selecting the 
new reservation, c h o se n w orthless land, This, 
he says, is a m ista k e , lo r no finer agricultural 
land exists in e ith e r U ta h or Colorado than 
that in the v alley o f 
th e Green and W hite 
rivers w here th e n e w reservation is located. 


Of this lan d th e re is betw een 250,000 and 
300,000 acres a n d w h ile th e land immediately 
surrounding th e v a lle y is n o t as valuable for 
agricultural p u rp o se s it is excellent grazing 
ground, it b ein g c o v e re d w ith the salt weed 
which is said to b e v e ry nutritious, especially 
in w inter. 
T h e o th e r m em bers of the coin- 
mission are in U ta h lo o k in g after the construc­ 
tion of agency b u ild in g s.

A Vi sit to the Agency—The ' Tribes and 
Chiefs—Description of Head Men— 
A Conference--How an In­ 
dian May Be Friendly. 


In the early part of last w eek w ord cam e 
to General Superintendent C ushing 
from 
som e section hands on the San J u a n ex ten ­ 
sion of the D enver & Uio G rande ro ad th a t 
they had been w arned by the S outhern U tes 
to leave the reservation. 
T he section han d s 
w ere a good deal frightened 
am i 
com ­ 
plied w ith this dem and. Oil W ednesday n ig h t 
M essrs. II. A. liisley and K. F. 
W eitbrec 
left this city on a special train to ascertain th e 
nature of the trouble. 
T he w riter received 
an invitation to go w ith them , w hich lie glad­ 
ly accepted. 
W ord was sent to C olonel P age, 
the agent of the Southern Utes, th a t th e p arty 
w as com ing to 
have 
a 
conference w’ith 
the 
Utes. 
W e 
arrived 
at 
Ignacio, 
a 
station 
on 
the 
road 
about 
tw en ty - 
live 
miles 
this 
»side 
of 
D urango, 
and only two miles distant from th e agency, 
late T hursday night. A m essage w as received 
here that C o lo n e l Puge was absent at liico to 
recover some pomes stolen n ear th ere from 
some of the Ute Indians under liis charge. 
W e regretted tliPt we could n o t’ m eet Colonel 
Page but his assistant. Colonel B eaum ont, w as 
at the agency and sent a courteous invitation 
for us to take breakfast with him on th e fol­ 
lowing m orning, 
’"lie night w as spent in th e 
car at Ignacio, a station nam ed a fte r th e 
great leader of the Southern 
I'te s. 
F rid ay 
m orning early the agency wagon cam e for us 
and after a short pleasant ride through the 
Los Pinas valley we arrived at th e agency. 
T he agency was established here in 1877. T he 
buildings could only be called com fortable as 
the governm ent gave only slender ap p ro p ria­ 
tions for their erection. 
T he question of 
rem oval has been agitated from 
the first 
w hich probably is the reason for the scant 
im provem enls. 
The natural position is beau­ 
tiful,being in a fertile valley and im m ediately 
surrounded with green hills w ith th e higher 
m ountain 
ranges visible in 
the 
d istan t 
west. 
W e 
were 
m et 
at 
th e 
door 
of 
the 
oflice 
by 
Colonel 
B eaum ont 
who 
received 
us 
in 
the 
genuine 
southern hospitality to w hich he w as bred. 
T he m ost noticeable thing about our b reak fast 
w as th at w ew ere given the m eat rejected by 
the Indians. 
It is an evidence of th e unciv­ 
ilized condition of these U tes, th a t they do not 
like tenderloins. 
A gentlem an w ho has been 
w ith them three years says th at he has never 
seen them eat one and his predecessors told 
him they did not like them . 
A nd lie is now 
convinced it is true. 


W H A T T in ; SC A H E W A >. 


Colonel Beaumont told us th a t he had sent 
out runners the night before to call in the 
chiefs and head men to th e conference. 
W hile w aiting for their arrival w e heard the 
Indian side of the trouble w ith 
the section 
hands. 
11 was caused by a worthU*<s Indian 
nam ed D ick who w ent to th e 
track a few 
days before and dem anded of th e section 
hands tw o dollars. 
A s he could not ta lk E n­ 
glish and probably m ade som e ra th e r th re a t­ 
ening gestures, the section han d s su pposed he 
w as ordering them off the 
reservation, and 
hence the “Indian scare.” 
T h e w h ite men 
w’ere not more seared, 
how ever, 
th an 
Dick 
w ho 
knew 
he 
had 
done w rong 
and 
ran off to the 
1 lorida w here he w as at 
the tim e of m n visit 
to th e agency. 
The 
scare w as like nearly all we have had in the 
sta te for the last two years,absolutely w ithout 
cause. 
Colonel Beaum ont said if th e section 
forem an had only taken D ick by th e neck 
and shaken him there w ould have been no 
fu rth e r trouble. 
T hese In d ian s do n o t resent 
such treatm ent when they are in th e w rong. 


T in ; SO L'TlIEU N I'T K S . 


A s the Indians had not arrived w e spent 
the intervening time in obtaining int'oim ation 
about the tribe. T he S outhern U tes are m ade 
up of 
three tribes, 
th e 
W eem anuches, 
M uaclies and Capotes. 
Ignacio is only the 
ch ief-o f the first tribe, w hich is as large as 
th e tw o rem aining ones. 
B u t his arrogance 
and ability have given him such control over 
the three tribes th at w henever th ere is any 
trouble his leadership of all 
is conceded. 
A guila (eagle) is the chief of th e M uaclies, 
b u t is now quite old and leaves th e m anage­ 
m en t of liis tribe largely to B u ck sk in Char­ 
lie and Ojo. Blanco, both of w hom are ex­ 
ceedingly popular w ith th e w hites. 
The 
chief of the Capotes is T opiach, w ho is 
older than Aguila and a m an of little influ­ 
ence. 
Ignacio's character never lias been 
m uch adm ired by the w hites. 
W hen he 
has had 
power 
he 
has 
been 
arrogant 
and dangerous, but now he perceives th at his 
trib e cannot fight w ithout an n ih ilatio n . 
H e 
is surrounded by w hites w’lio are w ell arm ed. 
T h e three tribes num ber only ab o u t eight 
huudred and have not m ore th a n tw o hundred 
and fifty or three hun d red w arriors, while 
a day's notice could sum m on to arm s at 
least 1,^00 well arm ed w h ite m en living all 
around them, 
lguacio is sh rew d enough to 
realize all this and w ill n o t allow any out­ 
break among the S outhern U tes if it can be 
avoided. 
T here are also leading m en like 
B uckskin Charlie and O jo B ianco who are 
real friends of the w hites an d w ho are for 
peace from good w ill to th e w hites as well as 
policy. 
Col.-Beaumont, w ho has studied the 
character of 
these U tes for th ree years 
says 
there 
is 
not th e 
least 
danger of 
an outbreak unless som e In d ian is killed. 
T here are constant irritatio n s now , but the 
Indians see that discretion is th e better part 
of valor.

Blanco of the M uaclies quietly cam e iu the 
room w here we w ere sitting and w as presented 
to us. 
W e were inform ed he w as one of the 
good Indians and took p articu lar notice of 
him . 
H e was, if we can use th e term , dressed 
gentlem anly—i. e., w ithout display. 
lie wore 
no jew elry or ornam ents, except th e silver 
rings on his fingers. 
H e had on a “biled 
sh irt,” and very little color in th e rest of his 
clothing. 
No paint m ade liis face hideous. 
H is dress and m anner w ere in strik in g and 
pleasant contrast w ith m ost o f th e Indians 
w ho cam e in afterw ards. 
In figure he was 
well made, of medium h eig h t and rather

fully shaped, 
liis face had a pleasant, good- 
natured expression. 
His eyes were purlieu- | 
larly bright and intelligent.

lie came into the room on his "knees 
and was the most dem onstrative of ail the 
Indians we met.

the aged chief of the Muaches. 
lie is stoutly 
built and about sixty years old. 
H is dress 
was Indian in quantity as well as quality. 
He was evidently troubled with the ear ache, 
and his suggestive and forcible gestures show­ 
ed us the pains were shooting clear through 
his head. 
He had the jovial look of m ost 
stout men. 
Love of whiskey is his greatest 
enemy and he is showing its bad effects in 
his indifference to his position.

W hatever may be the prejudice against his j 
character his figure and carriage inspire ad-1 
miration. 
He is about forty years old and in | 
his prime. 
His tigurfe is straight, tall and 
splendidly proportioned.

He came into the room 
slowly and quietly. 
We w ere presented to 
him in turn and he received us w ith the 
courtly grace aud dignity of ail em peror. His 
dress was decidedly Indian. Huge, rings hung 
from liis cars aud other articles of jew elry 
ornamented his person. 
No fresh paint had 
been put on his face that day, b u t th at of the 
day or days before had be*m evenly distribut 
ed over his face and gave it a red shiny ap­ 
pearance. 
The expression of liis face was 
not easy to read beyond that it was crafty. 
Other Indians followed am ong them Topiach 
who looked like a dried up .Mexican. 
Buck­ 
skin t 'harlie, Alhambro 
and Savero who 
were with Colonel Page at Rico w ere the 
only prominent Indians absent. 


TIIE CONFERENCE. 


As all were present we began to think 
about the “talk.” 
Colonel B eaum ont had 
told us to be patient and gave us th e experi­ 
ence of * Commissioner M oneypenny a few 
weeks ago. 
lie had called a conference at 
which the chiefs were all present. 
Ignacio 
sat still without saying anything for four 
hours. 
Moneypenny finally becam e impa­ 
tient, and tried to hurry up the proceedings. 
In reply to his efforts Ignacio said: 


“ You kept me waiting in W ashington and 
now you can wait here.” 


We wore therefore prepared for a long si. 
lence. 
Meanwhile cigars and cigarettes were, 
distributed, and all had :i sm oke. 
Ignacio 
contemptuously rejected a “ H enry Clay" aud 
passetl it to an inferior Indian. 
T he Indians 
soon began talking among them selves. Aguila ! 
explained to Ignacio an incident Uial occurred . 
at the station the day before. 
A young man ; 
named Eskridge, who was w ounded in the j 
foot at the light at Sierra La Sal, in June, ] 
steppud off the ears at Ignacio, full of bad \ 
whiskey. 
Seeing an Indian he grabbed him 
by the throat and began to feel for his shooter. 
Several whites interfered ami no harm came 
of it. 
Aguila told this story w ith such appro­ 
priate gestures that we all fully understood 
him. 
Aguila and Ignacio both laughed heart­ 
ily over Che incident. 
T hey rath er enjoyed 
the uncomfortable position 
of one of their 
number so long as no harm cam e of it. 
But 
if there had been any shooting it w ould have 
been very different 


Seeing they were read j’ to converse, John, 
the colored cook, was called for. 
Besides 
knowing how to m ake m eat rejected by the 
Indians palatable lie is a good linguist. 
He 
understands the Ute, A pache, N ava joe and 
Spanish languages. 
U sually an interpreter is 
used by the whites to translate th e English 
into Spanish, and then the In d ian s have an 
interpreter to translate the S panish into Ute. 
But John could translate the E nglish directly 
into Ute, and thus made the confcrcnce easier 
and simpler. 
The Indians also have more 
confidence in John, and do not suspect him 
of cheating them. 
T he conference was in­ 
formal and consisted of rather a running con­ 
versation. 


John told them the party cam e to talk about 
Dick's conduct, but had found out that the 
tribe was not responsible for his conduct; 
that they had no com plaints to m ake against 
the tribe and trusted the Indians would he 
friendly and not interfere w ith the road. 


Aguila said that he w anted to be friendly 
with the whites and w anted the whites to be 
friendly with the In d ia n s: th a t there were 
foolish Indians and w hite m en like Dick and 
they could not always prevent them from do­ 
ing mischief. 


In answer to a request th a t th ey should try 
to keep the foolish (as A guila called them) 
radians from mischief, Ignacio said he would 
try, but that he couki not be wiUi oil uu. In­ 
dians all the time. 
H e expressed friendly 
feelings. 


Conero also expressed friendly feelings. 
The whole interview im pressed one that the 
Indian chiefs desired to be at peace w ith the 
whites. 
We all sm oked again. 
A bout this 
time an amusing incident occurred, which 
showed the Indian's appreciation of hum or. I 
A young buck appeared a t the door dressed . 
iu high colors, ornam ented (or disfigured, as j 
you like it) with rings aud beads, and paint­ 
ed in th e ’most extravagant m anner. 
John 
was re iiiested to ask the Indians,¿f this was j 
“a ladies’ m an:” which he «lid. 
T he question ; 
immediately amused the chiefs and they ; 
laughed and jabbered over it. 
A guila told! 
John that the white men did not ask the ; 
question and that “he had p u t it up on them .'’ j

shaken hands again, we bought of them a ‘ 
few trinkets in the way of ear rings, bangles 1 
and finger rings. 
One o f th e party had not

the price. 
The m arket price had been from i 
§2 to $2.50 a pair. 
Ignacio said th at out of j 
friendship he would sell those he had on for i 
So. Colonel Beaum ont told u> if we rem ained < 


so that lirnacin could grow m ore friendly the 
price would probably go u p to SlU. 
As our 
business was over w e left th e agency for the 
station. 
T he visit w as a very p leasan t one 
ami we all felt indebted to Colonel B eaum ont 
and other gentlem en connected w ith the agen­ 
cy for many courtesies. 
In an o th er article

It is a weli-'ruowu fact that the northern 
iii\ ¡.'ion ot Colorado, that isn> say the section 
of country lying north of the line of 
th e 
South l’ark railway, has in itself very su f­ 
ficient lignites to meet all the dem ands of its 
population for generations, and perhaps for 
centuries to conic, including the w ants of th e 
railw ays and the mines for steam power. 
I t 
is also well understood that none of these 
coals, thus far mined, are suitable for coking 
by any process in use west of the M ississippi. 
W e have the statem ent, however, that a com ­ 
pany has recently organized for the purpose 
of coking them by means of the new ly dis­ 
covered 
Austrian 
method, 
which, it 
believed, will 
readily convert them 
into 
coke, and which will be fully described 
w hen the plant is laid. 
W hile n atu re has 
provided' for all our w ants in this 
di­ 
rection most lavishly, other parts of the sta te 
have been even more abundantly favored. 
If 
th e tim ber on the m ountain sides (since the 
plains are treeless) were our only dependence 
fo r fuel, it would not only be very costly, b u t 
it w ould be absolutely exhausted in a cen tu ry 
or so. 
Indeed, within the short period of set­ 
tlem en t in the principal m ining districts the 
g reater part of the tim ber for miles about 
them has been destroyed by forest tires, or 
consum ed by [the people. 
W ere there not 
an inexhaustible supply of splendid carbon, 
so distributed throughout the habitable por­ 
tions of the state as to be cheaply placed 
w ithin the reach of all, the prospect for the 
fu tu re would be almost appalling. 


T h e southern half of our great com m on­ 
w ealth is equally well provided for in trie 
m atter of quantity, with the advantage of bet­ 
te r quality, for much of the coal in th at sec­ 
tion is readily convertible into coke. 
T hous­ 
ands of tons of this commodity are m ade 
there, for use in the m anufactures of various 
kinds, but chiefly for sm elting gold and silver 
ores. 
Yet in the region known as the G unni­ 
son, extending far beyond any lines of civil­ 
ized settlem ent yet formed, there is coal 
i enough to supply the whole A m erican conti­ 
n e n t for centuries. 
Furtherm ore, it is of th e 
tinest bituminous and anthracite varieties. 
I t 
is believed that the anthracite beds of th a t 
region are of equal, if not greater extent, th an 
those of Pennsylvania, and the bitum inous 
m u ch larger. 


T hese bituminous and anthracite fo rm a­ 
tio n s extend from the eastern slopes of M on- 
ta C arbon and Whetstone, in Gunnison coun­ 
ty, 
north and west throughout the g reater 
p a rt of that county and the vast section 
know n as the L'te Indian reservation. 
In 
th is region a large number of stream s bear 
th e nam e of Coal creek. 
The anthracite beds 
a lte rn a te with the bituminous all over the 
country. 
The principal discoveries, however, 
are on Iiock creek, near its head: on som e of 
th e tributaries of Slate river, southw est of 
Irw in , and on Anthracite creek, west of Ir­ 
w in , a distance of about sixteen miles. 
• i- 
a n th racite is found on Coal creek, a branch of 
o f A nthracite. The bitum inous varieties are on 
S late river: on Coal creek,one of its branches: 
on O hio creek: on Canon creek, a branch of 
O hio; on the lower portion of Coal creek, a 
bran ch of Anthracite, and in the form ations 
below A nthracite, on the north fork of G un­ 
niso n river. 
These formations also extend 
n o rth and east. 


T h e anthracite veins are from three to 
seven feet in thickness, and the bitum inous 
from five to eight feet. 
No extensive devel­ 
o p m en ts have occurred, as there has been no 
m a rk e t for these products beyond the needs j 
o f th e local populations. 
j 


B oth the South Park and the Denver it Uio : 
G ran d e railw ays will tra\erse the better por- j 
tio n s of these enormous coal fields. 
All e.x- ' 
eep t th e anthracite makes splendid coke, tin* j 
best th u s far produced from any of our Colo- i 
rad o coals, except,possibly, those of the South 
P a rk , a t Como. 
In the course of time, as the 
co u n try grows, as railways are extended and 
th e freig h ts cheapened, we shall be shipping 
th e products of these tields, anthracite and 
coke, n o t only to our own large centers of 
p o p u latio n , but to the territories west and the 
M issouri and .Mississippi states east of Colo­ 
rado. 
T here is no reason why we should not 
ev en tu ally compete with Pennsylvania in the 
M issouri and Mississippi valleys. 


A rrangem ents are in progress for the con­ 
stru c tio n of a large number of coking ovens 
ill th e G unnison coal fields, just as soon as 
th e railw ays shall be completed to the first of 
th e series.

A HORRIBLE MISFORTUNE. 


Details by Olay Burgess of a Terrible Ac­ 
cident in the Black Canon. 


T h e L eadville Democrat contains the follow­ 
ing account of an accident to a surveying par­ 
ty in th e B lack Canon: Among the passengers 
th a t stepped from the Denver «fc llio Grande 
train yesterday morning was Clay Burgess, a 
w ell-know n young man of this city, who has 
been identified with local surveying outfits. 
Clay looked as if he had ju st been exiled 
from th e sun or was a native of Morocco, and 
his sun-burned complexion alm ost concealed 
his id e n tity from his best friends. 


“D o n 't you know me 
asked Clay, who 
had explored the m ysteries upon num erous 
occasions in com pany with the reporter, at the 
sam e tim e thrusting his brown and well 
tan n ed hand tow ards him. 


E ven u n d er the disguise that would have 
prevented detection at a bal masque, the fea­ 
tu res w ere finally recognized and an account 
w as asked fo r his absence. 
Mr. Burgess has 
ju s t severed his connection with the survey­ 
ing corps of the Denver &. Kio Grande rail­ 
way, w ith w hich departm ent he has been for 
som e m onths. 
People, and especially the 
older m em bers of the police force, will re­ 
m em ber Clay as having stood off two foot­ 
pads upon one occasion and received a blade 
th at re n t a frightful gash in his side. 
When 
the surveyors w ere detailed to define a prac­ 
ticable 
route 
to 
the 
Gunnison, 
Mr. 
B urgess, together with a partner by the nam e 
of W ill M ason, who was also a resident of 
this city, m ade application for employment, 
and they w ere awarded positions as chain- 
nien. 
T h ey proceeded at once to South 
A rkansas, at w hich place they were to organ­ 
ize, anil a lte r a day's delay they started out 
upon th e ir errand. 
Since that time up to 
w ithin ab o u t ten days he has m aintained his 
connection w ith the surveyors. 
W hen asked 
why lie had severed his connection with the 
organization, a tear—the honest index to a 
tender su b je ct—rolled down his embrowned 
cheek and he narrated a touching story, 
lie said th at no one who had not visited the 
country could understand its extrem e rug­ 
gedness, and in following up the route they 
found th e d ark caverns of Black canon in 
their p a th . 
Som e time was devoted to an 
effort to avoid going through this canon, but 
it w as fo u n d to be as easy as any othei por­ 
tion of the country. 
Accordingly they went 
to w ork, anil for hundreds of feet they were 
com pelled to descend in a basket that was 
prepared for the purpose, to proceed with 
their labor. 
T h e bottom of the canon was 
alm ost p erpendicular with the surface, and 
nothing save a projecting rock interrupted 
the descent. 
A bout two weeks ago his part­ 
ner, W ill M ason, who Burgess suggested at 
this c h ap ter in his story had been a former 
attache at Owen tfc Chittenden’s, got into the 
basket and w as about to descend to the 
depths of the canon, 
lie had been preceded 
by the “ sta k em an ,” and he had made the trip 
below w ithout any accident. 
The basket was 
governed by a w indlass which was set solidly 
in the rocks above and supported by strong 
braces th a t rendered it imnns-ahle f<■ r it tu 
give aw ay, even under hundreds of pounds 
w eight. 
A long scantling that stood out from 
the su rface w ith a roller adjusted at one end 
kept the bask ets of human freight from the 
rocks. 
U pon the m orning mentioned the bas: 
k e fs 
pivotal 
support 
was 
being 
un­ 
w ound 
slow ly 
when 
suddenly 
the 
rope 
relaxed, 
and 
peering 
below, 
they 
discovered th a t it had caught tight in a 
crevice oil the side of the m ountain. 
Below 
sat M ason in the basket looking up towards 
them in an appealing way. 
The windlass 
was tu rn ed w ith th e lull strength of those at 
the handle, b u t they were unable to loosen 
the rope. 
B elow M ason was an intervening 
space of n early seven hundred feet, and fiis 
position w as a horribly perilous one. 
lie 
clung w ith an unrelenting grasp to the rope 
that k ep t him out o t the jaws of a fearful 
eternity, and did not observe that the sharp 
edges of th e crags above were fast eating 
t heir w ay through the slender threads of the 
large rope, an d consigning him slowly bu 
surely to a fatul fall. 
While the men were 
w orking aw ay above in an effort to free the 
rope from th e strong grip ot the crevice 
in w hich it had caught, the windlass sud­ 
denly lost 
all 
opposition and 
the 
men 
feil 
back. 
T h ey 
could 
divine 
what had 
happened, and w ith a shudder they looked 
below. 
T h e basket had gone down, carrying 
w ith it poor M ason upon his errand of death. 
It w as only a m om ent until the bottom of the 
canon w as reached, and Mason was changed 
to a m ass of flesh and bones. 
The stakemen 
below saw it, and approaching the body found 
it w as inanim ate. 
T hen additional rope was 
prom ptly 
procured, 
so 
as 
to reach the 
bottom of th e canon below. 
It was lowered: 
the basket w as attached by the stakemen, 
and the dead body of the unfortunate cliaiu- 
m an w as elevated to the surface. 
The m u­ 
tilated form w as strapped on to the back of a 
mule, and se n t to the term inus of the road 
and thence to S outh Arkansas, accompanied 
by B urgess. 
T hey w ere then placed in a neat 
coffin and .sent to the grieved parents at 
W hichita, K ansas. 
A fter Burgess had con­ 
cluded nis story, he heaved a sigh and ex­ 
claim ed, "3Iy God, w hat a fearful sight 1"

house in question is a large cottage, p ain ted 
red , an d set back a little w ay 011 the left- 
h an d side of the road, not far fro m th e en­ 
tra n c e to the village.

g ro u n d floor, where he sat in an arm -chair, 
w ith a couple of black-antl-tan te rrie rs p lay­ 
in g a t his feet.

Fortunes and the Pulpit, 


Dean Stanley's will has been sworn under 
84.'»0,0(H) personalty, a sum which will proba­ 
bly strik e clergymen in this country as very 
large for a divine to leave behind him. 
F or­ 
tunes such as this were in form er days fre­ 
q u en tly acquired in the church. 
T here arc 
to-day families well known in England whose 
rise dates from an ancestor's connection w ith 
a cathedral chapter such as that of D urham 
and E ly, which not only gave a handsom e in­ 
com e to its members, but placed in their 
hands splendid patronage, which they could 
and generally, to do them justice, did bestow' 
on th eir relatives. 
In Ireland the case was 
far worse. 
Lord Normanton (so created) 
squeezed out of the archbishopric of Cashel, 
w hile his cathedral lay in ruins, about S3,000,- 
000, and the numerous similar cases could be 
cited of that eagle eye for the. m ain chance 
evinced by these holy men. 
Dean S tanley's 
m oney has 110 such taint about it. 
H e never 
knew w hat want of money was, and w hat he 
left cam e from private sources. 
B ut the pos­ 
session of such wealth is in itself a strong 
indication of the prestige of the E stablished 
C hurch in England. 
It is thought nothing 
un u su al there for a man of means to enter it. 
H undreds of clergymen, in fact, give, to it 
th rice and more what they get from it. 
It is 
not uncom m on to liiul a man with 810,000 a 
year of his own working a parish from w hich 
he derives barely 81,500. 
In this country, 011 
th e other hand, the clerical profession is 
rarely selected hy a man of means. 
I 11 fact, 
eveu in such a city as this, §100,000 w ould be 
deem ed a large sum for a clergym an to leave 
behind him, aud whereas in England rectories 
and vicarages may almost be regarded as 
centres of hospitality, aud the claret and 
sherry decanters pass round as m errily at the 
board of a prelate or a well-to-do parish priest 
as in that of any wealthy layman, here, 011 
the other hand, such doings would be so unu­ 
sual as scarcely to be regarded as orthodox. 


T h is state ot things in England is really due 
m ore to the union of ehureh with state than 
to anything, else. 
Men of Dean S tanley’s 
stam p and fortune do not enter the “dissent­ 
ing” pulpit. 
It is the prestige of the state 
church which really attracts and holds them , 
and w ith its abolition there will come a m ark­ 
ed chan»« in the social standing and w ealth 
or Ilie clergy.

w est have been formed by extinct stream s. In 
X ew .Mexico, a year ago, 1 saw gravel beds 
abounding 
in 
the yellow dust, covering 
thousands of acres, 
where no 
brook 
nor 
river now' runs. 
T hey are the pulverized 
debris of prehistoric m ountains which rose 
to m uch higher altitudes than their now 
abraded rem ains. Down the sides of these a n ­ 
cient hills great torrents poured where now 
not ev en a rivulet can be found. 
Again great 
glacierso r other trem endous agencies of nature 
have som etim es deposited great hills orm oiin- 
tain s over old river beds so that, in mining, 
the courses of w hat appear to have been sub­ 
terranean stream s may be traced. 
In some 
instances the m aterial of which these under­ 
ground river beds are formed carries gold in 
considerable quantities, and, in California 
especially, the superincum bent m ountains are 
also frequently rich placers. 
In the Golden 
S tate som e of these m ountains have been re­ 
m oved by hydraulic power, the gold separated 
from th e sand and gravel, and the debris, 
called tailings, deposited in the valleys, filling 
them u p to great depths. 


A s placers are generally discovered in a new 
m ining district before quartz mines, so those 
placers th at are in 
the beds of present 
stream s are more easily found than those of 
ancient extinct rivers or subterranean streams. 
T h e earliest m ining is in lhe gulches. 
T hat 
th ere is gold iu a region where it was not be­ 
fore know n to exist is generally first discov­ 
ered by accident. 
A freshet fears up Un­ 
loose sand and gravel on the bed of a stream 
and carries it away, exposing the particles of 
gold w hich are too heavy to be moved by 
th e w ater. 
T his was the way in which the 
first gold was discovered in the stream at Sut­ 
te r ’s m ill in California. 
In Xew Mexico aud 
A rizona, where there are large ancient placer 
deposit; with 110 w ater now running through 
them , heavy rains sometimes makes gullies in 
th e m esas or table lands, and after the show­ 
ers th e M exicans search along the bottoms of 
them and pick up the small particles of gold 
th a t are exposed and save them in little vials 
m ade of goose quills. 
In the Black H ills the 
In d ian s picked up these grains of gold aud 
som e large nuggets, and knew where they 
could be found many years before white peo­ 
ple w ent to that country. 
A good French 
Catholic m issionary. Father de Smet, who la­ 
bored auu>ng the Indians for many years, 
advised them as they prized their homes 
and hunting grounds never to let the while 
people see the golden nuggets which they had 
collected, lightly believing that the Sioux 
w ould tji- limn«’i\>i\Vvty driven out and the 
w hite people would take possession of their 
country, treaty or no treaty. 
But the secret 
w as too im portant a one to be kept always, 
and after the good priest’s death a rum or got 
abroad of gold in the Black H ills; then Cus­ 
ter w as sent in there by the governm ent to 
m ake an exploration, which resulted in the 
verification of the vague reports, and after 
that the United States arm y was not large 
enough to keep the people out.

They found five umler-jaws, 
one of them tie,trlv perfect, but none of them 
would lit the skulls.

size of the average, but so far decayed that 
w ith the utm ost care il could not be moved 
from the place where it lay. 
These skeletons 
did not lie in any regular order, but appeared 
to have been burned at a stake, as a space of 
six feet square or more was covered with

and V'eks t h a t bad been ex­ 
posed to tire. 
The skull' were nearly face 
dow n, and but-few other bones could be re­ 
moved whole. 
The appearance indicated 
that there had been numerous victims burned 
at different times, and the whole was covered 
w ith an accum ulation of earth and shells in 
four distinct layers one foot in depth. 
They 
also found pottery, the skulls of deer and 
jaw s of bears and one huge stag or elk horn. 
T here is 110 doubt hut that diligent search will 
reveal fu rth er evidence of a place of savage 
torture.

If is a com m on say ing among shrew d and ex 
perieiiced men in the citv. who have seen 
m any tip s and dovi us in trade, that business 
is seldom so good as w hen prices and wages 
are Itnv,-.uul the i!\poits are at » nom inally 
low level, and everybody is m ore or le ss com­ 
plaining. 
T he reason is th at at such a tim e 
there is 110 inflation; that m erchants and 
m anufacturers are careful and econom ical in 
their m anagem ent so as to avoid loss and 
m ake som e protit, which they m ostly suc­ 
ceed iu doing; and that all idasses are m ote 
th rifty than in times ot 
inflation, so t tat 
there is m ore money saved, even if there is 
less nxm ey made, than when trade is advai«- 
ing by leaps and bounds. 
T he present period 
is 110 exception to the rule. 
T he country is 
enjoying a y»-ai of genuine am i undoubted 
prui>perity. 
If money, wages, aud the rates 
ut profit are low, it must also be reniemberfvi1 
t h a t at the p r e s e n t level of prices, wages an<J 
p ro fits go much further than th e y wdid in 
y e a r s like 18T\i and ls7:i.

6d. per day on 
the interior lines, and the laborer finds him- 
self. On the Tehuantepec route, by reason 
of the climate, wages are about 4s. per day. 


The character of the concessions to the "Np- 


tional" and "Central" companies is about tlie 
same, the privileges and obligations being sim- 
ilar. A telegraph franchise accompanies the 
route of all the Hues of both companies. The 
subsidies are paid in government scrip, which 
is not only made a legal tender for the pay-' 
ment of custom duties, but 10 per cent, of all 
such duties must be paid in this scrip. Ma- 
terials, locomotives, and machinery of all 
kinds for these roads or their operation can 
be entered, free of duty, for 15 years; and no 
tonnage'or light dues are to be collected from 
vessels bringing them to Mexican ports. The 
railways themselves, and all their shares, 
bonds, or obligations of every kind, are ex- 
empted from taxes or impost now. established 
or -which may be established for 50 years.froin 
September, 1880, excepting only stamp duties. 
All officers and employes are exempt from 
military service, save in case of foreign war. 
The companies have, the right to organize 
their own police forces, which have the same 
prerogatives as the forces of the Mexican 
Federal Revenue Service. The "companies 
have free right of way through all public 
lands, and also the grant of all-such lauds 
necessary for stations, storehouses, depots, &c. 
They have similar valuable privileges with 
respect to taking materials from-public lands 
for construction, and the Mexican government 
finally binds itself not to grant any other sub- 
sidy to any parallel line of railway within 35 
leagues on either side of the route. In return 
for tliese privileges, the roads are to carry the 
national mails free, aud also to transport 
government troops, munitions of war, and 
"immigrants arriving in the republic" at 60 
per cent, of current rates. At the end of 99 
years the railways themselves rever^ to the 
government, free of debt. 


The "Mexican Southern railway,"' of which 


General Grant is president, was chartered by 
the state of New York last March, and em- 


prominent Americans and Mexicans in 
.uKu.n-h, mining them being Edwin D. 


Morgan, Jay Uuuld, Poriirio Diaz, Matics 
Romero, Iguacio Mejia, Jesse Seligman, So- 
lon Humphreys, and General Grauvillo M. 

Its 
executive committee are Jay Gould, Frank 
West, and Bussell Sage. The Mexican con- 
cessions grant righof way, the Importation of 
materials free of duty," &c., as the others, 
but do not give auy-subsidies. The managers 
preferred this system without subsidy,.as 
they are left substantial control of their trans- 
portation rates, aud their railways'wlll not 
lapse into government control at the end of 
99 years, as the others will. The capital Is 
fixed at not less $10,bOO,OOQ,and the hicorpora- 
tors have already subscribed «1,000,000 for the 
preliminary construction account. There has 
not yet been any public subscription to stock 
opened. The work of making surveys, which 
began last May, Is advancing rapidly in four 
divisions. 'The belief is that the preliminary 
surveys will be completed this summer, and 
that construction will begin in the autumn. 
The length of the projected road and its 
branches is about 800 miles, and arrange- 
ments are making to push the Jarger part of 
it to'completion. The main line wllj start 
from tlie City of Mexico,where it will connect 
with the "Central" and "National" compa- 
nies' Hues northward to the Bio Grande. 
Froin'Mexico city It runs southwest through 
Pueblo aud Tehuacan -to the city of Oaxaca. 
A branch from the • coast of the Gulf of 
Mexico will run either to Oaxaca or to .some

power, and to the disgrace of certain consular 
agents this privilege Js often obtained by pur- 
chase. There is.uo doubt also that the power 
of interfering on the behalf of so-called sub- 
jects of foreign powers is occasionally vexa- 
tiously and improperly exercised."

or sung -from our'variety stage. We 


are terribly wanting in originality in this re- 
spect, and almost all of the popular songs for 
years past have been of English origin, and 
have'first been brought out at these music 
halls, particularly nt tlie one now referred to, 
wliich has in this respect a' high reputation. 
After having popularized themselves in Eng- 
land the songs travel across the Atlantic, and 
are hi their full islory'wlth us at about the 
time -they hoVu In-rnme threadbare and worn 
out in London. The audience at one of tliese 
music hall performances have a keen enjoy- 
ment in a good song and n. hearty disgust for 
one that does not come up to what they think 
is the right standard. If the music drags or 
the words are not taking they do not hesitate 
to show their dissatisfaction by hisses, and 
vocal and mechanical interruptions. On the 
other hand, a song that is popular is popular 
indeed. When anew air is brought out, its scor- 
ing and words are caught up by the hearers 
with wonderful quickness, and by the time 
the third or fourth verses has been suu«, ful- 
ly half 61 the audience are ready to join in 
singing the refrain or chorus. 
Witli a well 


known popular song, the singer on the stage 
doesriotnnd.it necessary to do more than 
sing the solo, and even heie he not Infre- 
quently has his work partly taken from him 
by the eagerness of his hearers to show their 
skill and knowledge.. With the chorus they 
have matters all their own way, and the mau 
on tlie stage merely beats time, and starts the 
first word, while a multitude of male aiid-fe- 
male voices in tlie hall join in giving the cho- 
rus with startling effect. 


Tlie songs which seem to awaken the great- 


est amount-'of Interest are those which are of 
a patriotic and political character. 
It should 


not b6 forgotten that the song, which two or 
three years ago swept over England like a 


prince of Wales for certain noted beauties is 
a subject of frequent reference; and the 
childless condition of the princess Louise, tlie 
wife of the marquis of Lome, is spoken of in 
an unmistakably coarse manner. 
It cannot 


be said that any offense is intended by these 
allusions. The men who roar with laughter 
when any questionable act of their opponents 
is referred to, will burst out into cheers when 
loyalty to him is enjoined in the next verse, 
and it may be that they represent a large 
class among the population in England who 
are drawn to the prince of Wales by the 
thought that his conduct is not, in all re- 
spects, unimpeachable. 


At about 11 p. m. the air in the hall gets 


close and dense, for none of tliese places are 
well ventilated, and the hundreds of smokers 
are not choice in their selection of tobacco.

It was stated a few days ago.by a prominent 


speaker, and' generally believed • and copied 
through the press, that a Cuuard steamer, 
under the British flag, was the first to cross 
the Atlantic. But no patriot should fail, in 
this way, to give his country, the glory that Is 
her duo.- The steamship Savauiiali, under 
command of Captain Moses liogors, sailed 
from 'New York for Savannah March !38,1819, 
and thence to England, Denmark, up the 
Baltic to the port of St. Petersburg, and bocfc 
again to America. The Savannah was built 
for a wealthy merchant of Savannah, Ga., 
Mr. William Scarborough, hi 1818, and 
launched on the 23d day of August. Francis 
Picket was the builder, aud Stephen Vail, a 
founder, put up the engines uud boilers. She 
carried seventy-five tons of coal upon this 
voyage aud twenty-five Cords of wood, but 
could neither get passengers nor a pound of 
freight, though she was well advertised, and 
though .President Monroe and a large suite 
had been carried upon a delightful excursion 
gratis, and spoke highly of her.

THE ST01VY OF THE REMOVAL. 


LONG BRANCH, September 8.—The official 


Key- 
burn, Woodward and Barnes from the attend- 
ance on Garfield is the result of the whim of 
a very sick man does not tell the story. 
It Is known that from the first day after the 
president recovered from the great shock of 
the shooting he was averse to having so many 
physicians in attendance upon him. He char- 
acterized them with others in attendance as a 
''mob" and wished that the mob would leave 
the room. 
As the case proceeded and the 


president grew weaker he to his confidential 
nurses and to his family complained of the 
presence of some of these gentlemen. Once 
he asked upon seeing one of them, "Is he 
here yet." 
A day or two before his depart- 


ure from Washington, the president, in talk-' 
ing with Mrs. Garfield while making arrange- 
ments for the trip, mentioned the surgeons he 
wished to go with him 
and said Bliss, 


Agnew and Hamilton would be sufficient and 
he didn't care to have tlie others go. This 
was soon communicated to the surgeons in- 
terested and created some consternation, as, 
of course, they feared their dismissal would 
be regarded as a reflection upon their profes- 
sional reputation. 


The truth is that with the exception of Key- 


burn, whose retirement will be regretted, the 
surgeons dismissed have had very little re- 
sponsibility in tlie case. WooJward is known 
throughout tlie world as a microscopist and in 
that capacity has been of much service, but 
the microscopist had a vote in the removal, 
and that vote was persistently cast against 
removal.

The public will not be deprived of infor- 


mation as to the progress of the case because 
of their retirement. 
Keyburn was always 


genial and communicative, but the two mili- 
tary gentlemen, in a spirit too prevalent in 
the army, seemed to consider that tlie public 
had little interest In the ease, and treated tlie 
press almost with rudeness. 


Mrs. Dr. Edson also retires from the case 


this morning. This nurse lias been very de- 
voted and skillful in her attendance, and goes 
with tlie good wishes of all. She has felt at 
times that medical treatment more in -accord 
with homeopathic theories would be prefera- 
ble, but lias never intruded with her views. 
She objected particularly to the free use of 
alcoholic stimulants, which tlie physicians re- 
garded as necessary. She greatly needs rest, 
as no one lias been more faithful in attend- 
ance than she. ' One of those having charge 
of the case, speaking of her retirement, says 
she greatly needs rest. She is broken down 
from fatigue and faithful service, and is too 
old to try to do more npw and is getting ner- 
vous. 


The withdrawal of so many attendants of 


tlie president in his long sickness gives rise 
to much speculation and gossip. It will not 
be just to the siH'geons to say that the break 
up is due to any professional differences or 
bad feeling. Those remaining are sufficient to 
give the president the attendance that he re- 
quires, and it is desirable that no superflu- 
ous associates should be retained.

RAILROAD BOBBERY, 


A Train on the Chicago and 


and Alton Road 


Stopped by Armed Men and 


Passengers Rdbbed, 


ST. Louis, September 8.—There, was a 


daring robbery on the Chicago and Alton road 
near Independence this evening at 8:45. 


ST. Louis, September 8.—In regard to tlie 


train robbery the following particulars are 
given: The train was a west bound express 
and had one hundred passengers all of whom 
lost something and many quite heavily. Frank 
Lombard, the news agent, says: /'I was in 
the smoking-car talking with Conductor Jack 
Hasselbacker. We were on aw up grade four 
miles from Independence and all of a sndden 
the train came to a stop. We hoard loud cries 
and pistol shots and saw lanterns- flashing. 
We knew the train robbers were there. Has- 
selbacker ran back into the train and'warned 
the passengers who were all looking out of 
the 
windows \wtil the robbers ordered 


them 
to 
pull 
in 
their 
heads 
and 


keep quiet. The robbers had an obstruction. 
I am sure -there were a dozen of them, al- 
though some of the passengers place the num- 
ber at sixteen. Everybody was panic-stricken 
and helpless. I ran out of the car and found 
men murdering the engineer and fireman, 
who were poorly armed. The robbers all had 
'Henry rifles. They were swearing loudly 
and shooting at random, and some shots pass- 
ed into the mail car but did not touch any- 
thing. Express Messenger Fox had in the 
meantime barred the express car. 
They 


climbed up on it and ran around and began to 
shoot. They broke in tho car and knocked 
him down by a violent blow on the head, and 
then robbed the safe of everything. I ran 
back into the smoking car and hid some 
money, but the robbers came in and ordered 
me to lie down. They then pointed a revol- 
ver at me and ordered me to "fork over." I 
said niy money was under tlie' cushion. They 
told me to get it, and I got it hi a hurry, you 
can bet. They went back to the other cars 
and made a wholesale robbery of money, 
watches and jewelry. Some of the passen- 
gers saved thair money, but the majority lost 
all. 
The ladies were- compelled to sit 0^1 tlie 


floor, and some had ear-rings taken from their 
ears and many lost their jewelry. One man 
lost §450. 
In the meantime tlie freight 


train 
was I coming 
up 
behind 
us 


and Burton, a brakemau, ran down the track 
with a storm of bullets behind him. 
He 


stopped the train and probably saved many 
lives. After the cars were gone through the 
robbers jumped off and struck for the timber 
where their horses were. 
The men in front 


helped the train men roll off the .obstruction 
and then joined their companions. 
I should 


say we stood still half an hour. 


Frank Burton said, "I was standing on the 


front platform of tlie sleeper when tiie train 
stopped and I heard voices and oaths on the 
back;platfonn. I said, "We are going • to be 
robbed." 
Then one of the robbers cried out, 


"We are coming in and going through you 
all." 
Preinembered tlie freight train was 


just behind me and I heard it coming up. I 
jumped .off and ran with my lantern down 
the track, they commenced shooting at me 
and tlie bullets whistled all round me and 
struck the rails and stones. The# must have 
fired twentv-five shots. 


The 
engineer 
said: 
"For 
God's 


sake don't shoot the boy. He is saving the 
lives of these people. 
Then one of them 


threw up one of his arms and said, "Stop 
shooting." I rolled into a cut and waved my. 
lantern and the train was stopped a car length 
off. When I came bacij: a robber said, "Have 
you lost anything?" 
I answered, 50 cents. 


He gave me $1.50 for interest. Then I heard.' 
one of the robbers say to the engineer, 
"Chaffy Foote you're to'o good a man to keep 
up this business, here's two dollars to buy a 
drink in the morning, and drink it for Jesse 
James. I warn you you will be killed if you 
don't leave this road. We are going to tear 
up and burst the Kock Island & Alton roads 
for they've been offering rewards for uss We 
have no grudge against the Pullmans and will 
switch off their cars and burn all the rest. 
I am tlie inan who killed Westlake at Wins- 
ton. He was too smart and drew a revolver." 


Burton did not think he was Jesse James 


or any of his gang. They all acted green at 
the business and he thought they were men 
living in the vicinity. They all seemed quite 
young and made no attempt to disguise their 
veices. The passengers' story Is substantially 
as above. . • 


Express Messenger tFo'x, who refusal* to 


give up his keys to .the train robbers at Glen- 
dale was terribly beaten and cannot live. 
Several thousand dollars were taken from the 
passengers and from five to $30,000 from the 
car. The whole affair was over in fifteen 
minutes. The train men made.a show-of 
resistance, but being unarmed could do 
nothing. Tli£ place was right in a dense 
wood two miles from any house. Chief of 
Police Spoors started from Kansas City at 
once with fifty men on horseback. A special 
train with a posse under Marshal .Murphy, 
also went immediately to the scene of tlie 
robbery, and large bodies of men are being 
sent out from all points iu every direction. 
The whole country is .aroused and intense 
excitement prevails. The leader of the'.party 
answers, the description of the'leader.of a 
party that robbed the Chicago <£i Bock Island 
train at Winston, July 17th. 


The Post Dispatch from Kansas City has 


the story of L. Foote, tlie engineer of the 
robbed tain, three or four miles from Inde- 
pendence.

THE FIRST OAST. 


Tlie Steel Works at Pueblo Now in Opera- 


tion—Erst Oast of Twelve Tons 


Made on Wednesday, 


The Colorado people have watched with in- 


terest for the past year the construction of .tlie 
steel works .at Pueblo. Ihese works are now 
hi operation, and yesterday's Chieftain has 
the following account of their first day's 
work: "On Tuesday evening last the horizon 
In the vicinity of Taylorville was lit up with 
a ruddy glare; tongues of flame leaped up- 
wards from the tall massive chimneys, a dense 
volume of smoke rolled and tumbled before 
.the winds, bright lights flashed here and 
there, and it soon became evident that the 
'steel works, the most important manufactur- 
ing industry ever known to Colorado, or the 
entire region of country west of the Missouri 
river, were started at last and in active opera- 
tion. The sight at night was a grand one, 
and was witnessed by a large number of citi- 
zens from botli sitles of the river. It was 
the initial performance of an enterprise, the 
progress of which has been watched with in- 
terest for months past, which combines more 
cajHal, more skill and is pregnant •with 
mwe results for tlie future growth of 
our city and the development of southern 
Colorado than all other industries combined, 
and as the first blast was fired and' a success- 
ful ran accomplished, it seemed that the 
problem was solved, and all doubts and fears 
chased away to make room for the glad real- 
ity. There is not a man or woman in Pueblo 
who has the interest of our city at heart, who 
is interested in her growth and the signs of 
her material prosperity, but will rejoice at 
the successful inauguration of the steel 
works. It means the reduction of our crude 
iron ores, the assimilation of many other im- 
portant industries that have only been wait- 
ing for one general head, the manufacture of 
railroad rails of iron and steel, and the per- 
manent relief of western consumers from the 
irksome monopoly so long enjoyed by the 
iron workers of the east. Whether we con- 
sider^he^apital invented, the labor expended 
or the object! to be accomplished, the impor- 
tance is one that can hardly be overestimated 
and worthy the earnest thought of every cit- 
izen. 


Yesterday at twelve o'clock the first cast, 


twelve tons, was made, and the first pig iron 
ever manufactured in Pueblo was turned out 
to the gaze of a large crowd of spectators, all 
of whom evinced the greatest interest in the 
success of the works. The machinery worked 
to perfection, and everybody connected with 
the works, as well as a large number of citi- 
zens in attendance, expressed tlie greatest

UNLAWFUL HEALERS, 


Several Colorado Springs Physicians Arrested 


. for not Complying With the 


State Statute, 


Determination of the County Medical Board 


to Enforce the Law. 


At tlie last session of the Colorado legisla- 


ture an act was passed to protect the public 
health and regulate the practice of medicine. 
In order to comply with the statute it was 
made necessary for every person practicing 
medicine to possess qualification, diploma, 
etc., as well as a license from the state board 
of medical examiners. 
Every doctor holding 


such license was required to Have the same 
recorded in the county clerk's office of the 
county in which he was practicing. 


At tlie last meeting of the El Paso County 


Medical association the question was brought 
up for consideration, and several members re- 
ported that to their knowledge several doctors 
were practicing medicine, both hi this city 
and in the county outside, without having 
complied with the conditions of tlie statute 
made and provided for such practice. 
Dr. 


E. C. Kimball, our city physician, took ,the 
matter in hand jesterday in behalf of the 
county association and had warrants issued 
for the arrest ot Doctor's Smith, Benbow and 
Beecher, all of whom were administering to 
tiie sick without proper authority to do so. 


Six other warrants were issued against 


physicians living out of tlie city, but these 
have not yet been served. The three de- 
fendants above spoken of were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Bentley at 3 p. in. yesterday for a 
hearing. Dr. Smith, tho first one* called up, 
plead not guilty to the charge, 'claiming that 
he was not a regular practitioner, biit merely 
a magnetic healer. He had never studied 
medicine, neither had he rendered medical 
•services, except 
by magnetic 
treatment. 


When asked how he came to apply the 
.title 
doctor to his 
name, 
he replied 


that when he lived iu Minnesota there were 
several men living in the same town with him 
ot the same name and initials. 
In order to 


distinguish himself from tlie others lie at- 
tached the title of Dr. to his name. 
The 


judge came to the conclusion that the mean- 
ing of the statute passed was to cover just 
such cases as ins, and lined him $50 and costs. 
Dr. Benbow when (Rilled upon showed the re- 
quisite diploma, also a certificate • from tjie 
State 
medical 
board 
of 
Iowa. 
He 


said that he had failed to secure his 
certificate from the examiners at their last 
meeting, but had intended to make applica- 
tion for it at tlie October meeting of tlie 
board. It was evident that his intentions were 
•good and the judge continued ills case until 
after the meeting of tlie board. Dr. Beecher 
failed to put in his appearance and it is pre- 
sumed that he left the city immediately after 
the process iiad been served upon him. Dr. 
Smith's case was subsequently reconsidered 
and the judge concluded to remit the fine of 
$50 upon the payment of the costs, amount- 
ing to S7.10, providing that lie (Smith) should 
immediately discontinue the practice of medi- 
cine and leave tiie state. The other six war- 
rants will be served at once. 


The object of this law is to protect the peo- 


ple from the quack doctors who are con- 
tinually traveling from state to state witli 
"cure or no pay" as their motto. In nine 
eases out of ten these physicians have never 
studied medicine at-all, and are no more 
qualified to administer medicine to the sick 
than a twelve-year-old child. The statute 
now in existence is not very full or precise in 
its specificfitions, and itis not unlikely that 
its incompleteness will eventually cause 
some litigation in tlie higher courts. 


It is the determination of tlie various 


county medical boards in the state to see that 
the law is enforced. In Denver and Lead- 
ville numerous charges have already been 
brought and sustained. It is to be hoped 
that the law will fulfill the missio'n for which 
it was adopted, that of riddiiig the people 
from the many quacks that Infest tliecountry. 


MIOHI&AN'S MISFORTUNE. 


The ' Destructive Forest Fires—Homes 


Swept Away and Many Lives Lost, 


DKTOIT, September 8.—The situation in 


Huron City, on the shores of Lake Huron, is 
deepening every hour.- An appeal was issued 
last night at Port Huron, signed by Senator 
Conger and Hon. W. L. Bancroft, calling for 
money, clothiiiR and provisions to be sent 
forthwith to Hon. E. C. Carleton, mayor of 
Port Huron. The distress Is unparalleled. 
It is believed that three hundred people have 
perished.' It is-feared that many more are 
lost, while thousands are stripped of every- 
thing. Food, shelter, crops, stock, all are 
swept clear, from the face of the earth, and 
needs'must .have lost everything necessary 
to sustain life and clothe themselves. Ac- 
counts continue to come in of the most har- 
rowing description. 


A special to the Post and Tribune says that 


George McDonald, of Mindon, Sauilac county, 
tells a harrowing tale, ^pver two hundred 
families are homeless in that section and are 
suffering from tlie want of food and clothing. 


John Ballentine, of Verona mills, says that 


firty-tliree lives are known to be lost in, the 
neighborhood of Sand Beach. The fire sud- 
denly reached Verona mills on 'Monday, and 
the town was soon wiped out. The wind was 
so strong that he and liis^wif e were picked up 
and blown fifteen to twenty yards. A woman 
and husband were found lying against a tree 
dead, tiie woman being partly delivered of u 
child.

If the 
drought continues in this country and the wet 
weather in England the prospects of abun- 
dant cereals and low prices the coming win- 
ter are not encouraging,, and short crops in 
tliis country mean limited supply for the la- 
boring people in Europe.

kindest words were spoken of him for his deli- 
cacy and good sense. This sentiment has never 
changed. It has troubled the stalwart organs 
that Mr. Arthur has been so well treated by 
half-breeds, because in case of his accession 
to the presidency, he might not be exclusively 
ii stalwart. This accounts for the efforts to 
show Mr. Arthur that only the stalwart 
wgu'us have been true to hint.

The New York Evening Post has an article 


under the above, heading which deserves care- 
ful reading. It discusses a subject destined 
soon to have more attention paid to it, and 
which had it been attended to long ago would 
have saved a strong man much suffering and 
a nation much anxiety. The Post says that a 
Washington dispatch contained the following 
on the question ot the president's disability 
a'ud the extent to 'winch the public service has 
suffered from his illness: 


If the public interests really demanded an ex- 


ecutive signature, tho papers might be taken to 
him now ana would be. His absence from the 
executive olHee has notyet been as long as when 
President Hoyca visited the Pacific coast, when 
no public interests suffered. One cabinet officer 
in speaking of this matter to-day said that if he 
had half ail hour in which to talk with the presi- 
dent ho could transact ail needed business with 
him in one minuto. 


This, says the Post, is all very true. The 


imperative and. important business to which 
the president has to attend is small. His'du- 
ties have not been laborious since the 1st of 
March, and have consisted simply in making 
a few appointments, signing a few' treaties 
and attending to such minor details as could 
be easily disposed of by a man of Gai-field's 
familiarity with public affairs in a short time 
and without great exertion. During his ill- 
ness there have been no matters of great im- 
portance to need his attention, and had he 
been absent on a vacation no one would have 
thought of the public service as neglected, or 
have .imagined that the vice president was ab- 
solutely needed. 


And yet, and here is the matter wliich calls 


loudly for attention, it is well known that 
when President Gartteld came to Long Branch 
for the first time lie was overburdened with 
cares and work, which followed him even to 
his retreat and to the bed side of his sick wife. 


The Post says: 
It was a work which, began when ho rose in 


the morning, and ended only when ho retired 
for the night, and work of tho most harrassing 
and exhausting kind. But it was wholly unnec- 
essary work. It was not work imposed on him 
by the constitution or tho laws. It contributed 
nothing to the improvement of the administra- 
tion or of any other* public interest. It did not 
tend to promote the public welfare iu any man- 
ner whatever. On tho contrary, it diminished 
the stock of energy, vitality and perspicacity 
which the president Is bound by his oath of 
office to bring to tho discharge of his necessary 
duties, and to keepjn readiness for unforeseen 
emei'irencies, and for the maintenance of which 
he, iu part, draws his salary. It unquestionably 
made him physically less able to bear tho terri- 
ble struggle for life ia which he is now engaged 
than he would otherwise have been. • 


And yet this labor, this constant toil, con- 


sistent simply in listening to the arguments, 
and reading the petitions of a vast army of 
men who were obscure .and unknown. They 
made more work for the president than did 
all the duties of his office. The office seekers 
made the life of President Garfleld a hard 
one. Not only did the applicants for thous- 
auds of small offices attack the chief execu- 
,'lve, but they harrassed the members of the 
abiuet as well. They were not to be stop- 
>ed, and were only satisfied when they could 
mve given what they asked for. If the. 
jresideiit had been a well man during the 
ummeiyhad he beenut Long Branch or at 
Vashington, there would still have followed 
him this crowd of office seekers. Guiteau was 
a place seeker, and sought to kill the president, 
le was anxious to kill quickly but others of 
ils class were not the less liable to inflict iu- 
ury upon the president' and their torture 
would have been'long drawn out and lasting. 


So then because the president must appoint 


men the places he lias been overtaxed and 
nearly-killed. Instead of his being able to 
husband his strength for any great emergency 
that might arise, lie has been compelled to 
listen to appeals and to exert himself over 
trilling details ana has in the end been laid 


pasture land for each. The tribe was to re-

Besides this $35,000 was paid down to them 
last fall for signing the treaty and $16,667 is 
to be paid annually.

There would be no good objection 'to this, if 
there was a serious .purpose on the part of the 
Indians to cultivate it. But there is not. 
Ignacio, unlike Ouray, is opposed • to his peo- 
ple becoming too civilized. 
Last winter 


he knocked Buckskin Charlie down for sug- 
gesting that some of the children should be 
sent to the Carlisle school. Mr. Money- 
penny 
took 
this 
action 
because 
he 


felt that the 
Indians had 
been 
very 


unjustly treated and wanted to do them all 
the justice he could. We presume .that he 
was the more obstinate because of the unfair 
disposition wliich had been manifested to- 
ward the Utes by the people of Colorado. 
This is all unfortunate. The treaty allowed 
a different construction. The Indians could 
have been settled on the La Plata and in New 
Mexico, where they would have had the same 
kind of country and been equally pleased; 
This would have, satisfied the settle^Mn San 
Juan and have partially prevented ^Be con- 
stant annoyance there now is between the 
two races, which is likely to cause bloodshed 
any day. It is unfortuutite that our people 
should have taken such an extreme position 
that they could, not have shown to.Mr. Money- 
penny the practical effects of his plan. He 
was actuated by the best motives, and only 
wanted justice for his wards. As it is the 
treaty is not a practicable one. .These ques- 
tions .cannot be adjusted on philanthropic 
grounds independent of existing facts. -A 
wiser friend would have recognized certain 
things which Mr. Moneypenuy would not see 
and have settled the Indians where they 
would have been as happy, as likely to be' 
civilized, and less free from trouble. The 
treaty cannot last long without resulting in 
the destruction of the Indians, unless there 
is a miraculous change in them.

INDIAN 1DKA OP JUSTICE. 


A good story is told to illustrate their idea 


of 'justice. : A round-up took place a few. 
miles distant from the agency this summer 
at which one 'Indian-was present. This In- 
dian thought a- heifer iu\tbe bunch belonged 
to him. A cow-boy denied it and knocked 
the Indian over the head witk a revolver, 
thus dismounting him.. The Indian saw he 
was in too great a, minority and, jumping 
on his horse, started for the agency. Ou 
his way he 'met a white man whom lie in turn 
knocked over the head with his revolver- and 
dismounted. He took the white man's revol- 
ver and continued his ride to the. agency. On 
his arrival, he went to the agent, Colonel 
Page, and told him what had happened. Col- 
onel Page said: - ' . ' ' . ' • 


"Was the man you knocked over the head 


the man who struck you?" 


"No; but be was a white man," was the 


answer; 
: 
> 


This Is a good Illustration of his idea of 


justice. The offense of a white man is tlie 
offense of the race. In some measure our 


two Indians after amusing themselves for 
sometime in seeing him run until he was ex- 
hausted, told him to mount and clear out 
•wMch lie obeyed as promptly as other direc- 
tions. The engineer kept this quiet but his 
complaint was on file at the agency. 


Not long ago complaint was brought to 


Colonel Page that a party of whites encamped 
a few miles off had a pony belonging to the 
Indians which they declined to give up. 
Colonel iPagis wrote n note asking the party of 
whites to" remain where they were until he 
cal.led on theni and gave it to Ignacio to de- 
liver. He told at the same time the contents 
of the note. Ignacio looked up and said: 
"You want them to stay there, do you?" 


"Yes," said Page. • 
"Well they will stay,'' was the reply. 
Colonel Page did not understand the full 


significance of the remark until he arrived at 
the camp the next day. He found the party 
of whites huddled into a small circle and sur- 
rounded by about twice the number of In- 
dians seated on the ground. Igimclo came 
up to Colonel Page, saying "well, they are 
here." No violence was offered to the white 
men, but they were not allowed to move 
away. 


The above stories aie interesting as showing 


the Indian's character. We have possibly 
dwejt in what we have said above on the pleas 
ant features. Tlie disagreeable.features we 
are heaving about all the time and we will 
pass over them. The agency possesses some 
melancholy interest because it is tlie place 
where

and was buried. He went over there iu Au- 
gust, 1880, to Assist tlie commissioner in se- 
curing tlie assent of tlie Southern Utes to the 
new treaty. While there he died. Before 
the body was hardly cold, it was taken into 
the hills near by and put into a cleft in the 
rocks. 
Stones 
were' piled 
up iu tlie 


opening so that no animals could harm 
.tlie body. Here the horse was killed and all 
the property of tlie deceased was placed. Tlie 
Indian's superstition will not allow him to 
possess the property of anyone dead. 
The 


interior department to keen alive the mem- 
ory of Ouray sent out several hundred photo- 
graphs of the dead chief to the agency. But 
the Indians would nbt touch them. No white 
man was allowed to see tlie last sad obsequies. 
Colonel Page, an army officer, and one or two 
others attjjnnpte^, >M>ut ,they were told in a 


ery emphatic manner, to go back and obeyed. 
The grave of Ouray is unmarked by any 
stone. 
Possibly in tlie future Colorado may 


remember the Indian who played so promin- 
ent a part in her early history and who loved 
to be esteemed as "tlie white man's friend."

otic heart not only the r,espectfuTsymvatliy of 
freemen with the victims of such atrocity, but 
also that patriotic vigilance which is the cost 
of maintaining the safeguard of civil liberty. 


Resolved, That the members of the demo- 


cratic, state committee at tlie first meeting 
since 'the attack upon the president of tin- 
United States, take occasion to record their 
indignation ami horror at tlie infamous deed 
and to express their heartfelt sympathy with 
the distinguished sufferer and Ills stricken 
family in their affliction, with the earnest 
hope that tlie labors of. love and science for 
the restoration of the chief magistrate's health 
and to the full exercise of the constitutional 
functions of his office may be . soon crowned 
with complete success.

Terrible Tires in Michigan—Pamis De- 


stroyed and Lives Lost. 


DKTKOIT, Michigan, September 7.—Reports 


are beginning to arrive from the northern and 
northeastern parts of the state showing » ter- 
rible condition of affairs. The long-continued 
drought lias rendered everything as dry us 
tinder, and numerous partly cleared tracts of 
laud, covered with brush, decayed timber and 
other inflammable materials, otfered the best 
medium for the rapid spread of the llames 
carried by a high wind which has been pre- 
vailing. 


Saniac and Huron counties, lying on the 


shore of Lake Huron between Port Huron 
and Saginaw Bay, are tlie theatre of most of 
the destruction which is growing positively 
appalling in diameter. Hundreds of farms 
ure already reduced to a blackened desert, 
and stock, crops, fences and all farm buildings 
are swept away. Nothing Is left. Several lives 
are known to be lost. Men, women and 
children wera .overtaken by the flames and 
suffocated by the stifling heat. It is feared 
that when full accounts are received the loss 
of life may prove terrible. Tlie little hamlets 
of Anderson, Rlchmondvllle, Charleston in 
Saniac county, are all reported as burned out; 
while Port Hope, Verona Mills and Badax in 
Huron county, are reported as wholly or 
partly burned up. People are flocking to the 
shore of Lake Huron from the Interior.

GEOBGE DALY. 


Some Incidents of His Nevada Life-.^ 


Br&ve Man Too Soon Dead. 


-The Bodie Free Press in a late issue has I 


the following account of the life ot the late 
George Daly: "Our dispatches record the 
death of George Daly at the hands of a band i 
of Apache Indians. George Daly was a niau 
as well known in Bodie as any one who has 
ever lived here, and the circumstances of hjs 
leaving this district were among the most 
exciting events in its history. Daly was born 
hi Australia. His parents were Irish Protest- 
ants, his father beine; a clergyman of the es- 
tablished church. .He came to San Francisco I 
while quite young, and there learned the prin- 
ter's trade. For many years he was foreman 
of the Alta job office, and was an excellent 
workman. He 'was very prominent in the 
craft as a non-Union man, and was said to 
have been largely instrumental in destroying 
the power of the Typqgraphical Union in that I 
city, which at one time was one of the largest 
-in the United States. He came to the Corn- 
stock about 1870, and took charge of the En- 
terprise job office. Subsequently he became 
its proprietor, and continued to own it until 
quite recently. In the meantime he became 
interested in mining, and was appointed 
superintendent of a. little mine called the 
Erie 
Consolidated, 
and 
afterward of 


the 
Florida. 
When 
the 
Bodie excite- 


ment broke ouf. in 1877, there was at 
the same time much interest felt in tlie neigh- 
boring district of Esnieralcia, and a number 
of wealthy mining men undertook the devel- 
opment of the district at depth at the Real del 
Monte mine, and Daly was appointed super- 
intendent. This was the first large work 
which he undertook, and although in its 
results it was unsatisfactory, it was carried 
on in a liberal and comprehensive manner. 
When the Mono mine was segregated from 
the Bodie in 1878, Daly was appointed super- 
intendent, and under his direction the large 
works standing over the Mono shaft were 
erected. He was one of the original purchasers 
of tlie Bodie tunnel and Jupiter properties, 
and he was superintendent of the latter until 
thefallof 1877, when he left here. During 
the summer named, occurred the famous 
Owyhee-Jupiter fight, In which Daly was a 
central figure, and which resulted in his ex- 
pulsion from the district. 
The difficulty 


arose over a piece of disputed ground at the 
south end of the Jupiter mine, hi which the 
Owyhee claimants had been engaged in sink- 
ing a shaft. Daly ordered these men to quit 
and upon their refusal to do so he sent a 
body of 
armed men 
to the 
spot the 


following night under Joseph and Uer- 
uard McDonald, the former being at the time 
foreman of the Jupiter, who filled up the 
shaft and erected on it a barricade of boards. 
On the following night an attempt was made 
by the Owyhee men to'retake the place, 
without success. 
Near morning the Jupiter 


men, consisting of Joseph and Barney Mc- 
Donald, Henry Heif, George Harber ami 
William Andrews, made a charge on the 
Owyhee people, who were entrenched in and 
about the dugout cabin of Peter Burke, in a 
little g'ulch close'by-.'"'"iln""thir chafgft 'Mm. - 
Goff, one ot the owners of the Owyhee claim, 
and at the same time a shift boss in the Bo- 
die mine ,was killed. The following day was 
was one of great excitement-in. Bodie. 
Goff 


was a man well liked, and Daly was consid- 
ered responsible by. a large portion of the 
community for his death, and especially so by 
the members of the miners' union, of which 
he was a member.' There were often threats 
of .lynching made, and it Is altogether likely 
that if he bad not been hurried out of town 
by sonie gentlemen who though not approv- 
ing the rash stand he had taken, did not 
wish to see further bloodshed, he would 
have been killed the following night. 
Upon 


his subsequent trial he was cleared; but the 
miners' union then took up the matter 
and passed resolutions to the effect that 
neither Daly nor any of the parties directly 
connected with the killing of Goff, could live 
in Bodie. Daly fortified himself in the Jupi- 
ter hoisting work, and held liis ground for a 
short time, but finally succumbed to superior 
force and the solicitations of those who were 
friendly to him, and yet were more in favor 
of mining in Bodie than fighting. He resign- 
ed his superintendency of the-Mono, Jupiter, 
and Keal del Monte and departed for the 
east, almost penniless. . In New York he re. 
newed his acquaintance with liis old San 
Francisco friend, George' D. Rob'ers, who 
placed him in charge of the Little Chief mine 
at Leadville. He made 860,000 there the 
first year, and had a big fight with the Lead- 
ville miners' union, in which he was more 
successful than in Bodie—in fact, he carried 
liis point with a display of courage for which 
he was distinguished. He afterwards took 
charge of a heavy mining scheme iu New 
Mexico, where, as stated, he was killed while 
leading a charge against Apache Indians on 
Saturday last.

LEAVING COLOKADO. 


The TTncompahgre Utes on 


their Way to Utah, 


They Leave Their Old Res- 


ervation Peacefully, 


Judge T. A. McMorris,one of the members of 


;he Ute Indian commission, came up from Los 
Pinos yesterday morning, and in conversation 
with a GAZETTE reporter he gave some facts 
concerning the removal of the Utes to their 
new reservation in Utah. Many of the Colo- 
rado papers have predicted that the Utes 
would not leave their Colorado reservation 
without causing some trouble, and even with- 
in the past few days articles have been pub- 
ished stating that the Indians would remove 
;helr squaws and effects to Utah and then re- 
urn to fight. Mr. McMorris says that no 
feeling of this kind existed when the Utes 
left the reservation. He personally had the 
supervision of their removal and with the ex- 
ception of but qne instance they followed out 
ils Instructions.- After all provisions had 
been made for their removal, the Indians re- 
'used to move on at Commissioner McMorris' 
request. General McEenzie was informed of 
this fact and he at once called the Indians 
together for a consultation. 
* 


At first they wei« inclined to be slightly 


obstinate but the general gave them to under- 
stand that they must go and at the conclusion 
of the conference said that they could have 
intil the next day to decide. The following 
morning the Indians were all drawn up in 
ine with squaws, cattle, goats and all other 
effects ready to march. Neither by word or 
action did they indicate opposition or fight. 
On the contrary they moved off peaceably and 
quietly. They had evidently come to the 
conclusion that it was useless for them to 
refuse to go. 
• 


By way of illustration Judge McMorris re- 


lated to the reporter a bit of conversation 
;hat passed between him and one of the war- 
riors shortly before they left the reservation. 
Speaking about fighting:, I asked one of the 
Indians what he thought about his tribe fight- 
ing. 
In reply he said "Indian no fight; ten 


[ndians killed, no more Indians come; ten 
soldiers killed, many hundred more soldiers 
come." This impression seemed to prevail 
generally among the members of the tribe, 
[n all about 1450 Indians left, including 
squaws, children and all. Of this number 
only about 850 men were able to go to war. . 


With them the Indiana.took 15,000 head of 


stock, consisting of sheep, horses, goats and 
cattle. They are perfectly familiar with the 
country, and will be allowed to choose their 
own route in going to Utah. As the trails are 
in many places very narrow, the Indians can 
not keep well together but will be compelled 
to stretch out over twenty-five qr thirty miles 
of country. General McKeuzie, with a body 
of troops will follow in the rear of the In- 
dians and see that they reach their new home 
in safety. No sooner had the Indians left the 
reservation than tlie prospectors commenced 
to rush in and locate claims. Judge McMor- 
ris sold all the agency buildings and effects, 
and has virtually closed up the work that he 
was sent there to perform. He says that the 
impression seems to have gained circulation 
that the commissioners* have, In selecting the 
new reservation, chosen worthless land. This, 
he says, is a mistake, for no finer agricultural 
land exists In either Utah or Colorado than 
that in the valley of the Green and White 
rivers where the new reservation Is located. 


Of this land there is between 350,000 and 


300,000 acres and while the land immediately 
surrounding the valley Is not as valuable for 
agricultural purposes it Is excellent grazing 
.ground, it being covered with the salt weed 
which is said to be very nutritious, especially 
in whiter. The other members of the com- 
mission are in Utah looking after the construc- 
tion of agency buildings.

dian May Be Friendly. 


In the early port of last week word came 


to General Superintendent Gushing from 
some section hands on the San Juan exten- 
sion of the Denver & Rio Grande road that 
they had been warned by the Southern Utes 
to leave tlie reservation. 
The section hands 


were a good deal frightened and com- 
plied with this demand. On Wednesday night 
Messrs. H. A. Risley and R. F. Weitbrec 
left this city on a special train to ascertain the 
nature of the trouble. The writer received 
an invitation to go with them, which he glad- 
ly accepted. Word was sent to Colonel Page,

talking. He has lost one of his feet and an 
eye. He came into the room on his "knees 
and was the most demonstrative of all the 
Indians we met. He kept up a constant jab- 
ber until he left. After him came 


AGV1LA, 


the aged chief of the Munches. He is stoutly 
built and about sixty years old. His dress 
was Indian in quantity as well as quality. 
He was evidently troubled with the ear ache, 
and his suggestive and forcible gestures show- 
ed us the pains were shooting clear'through 
his head. He had the jovial look of most 
stout men. Love of whiskey is his greatest 
enemy and he Is showing Its bad effects in 
his indifference to his position. After him 
came the greatest of them all, 


so that Isrnacin could grow more friendly tlie 
pricu would probably go up to S10. 
As our 


business was over we left the agency for the 
station. 
The visit was a very pleasant one 


and we all felt indebted to Colonel Beaumont 
and other gentlemen connected with the agen- 
cy for many courtesies. 
In another article 


we will speak of the treaty and how it is be- 
ing carried out, and the character of the Utes. 


WHAT THE SCAllE WAS. 


Colonel Beaumont told us that he had sent 


iut runners the night before to call in the 
liiefs and head men to the conference. 
Vliile waiting for their" arrival we heard the 
Indian side of the trouble with . the section 
lands. It was caused by a worthless Indian 
mined Dick who went to the track a few 
lays before and demanded of the section 
lands two dollars. As he could not talk En- 
glish and probably made some rather threat- 
ening gestures, the section hands supposed he 
was ordering them off the reservation, and 
lence the "Indian scare." 
The white men 


were not more scared, however, than Dick 
who 
knew 
he 
had done wrong 
and 


•an off to the 
1'lorida where he was at 


Jie time of our visit to the agency. 
The 


scare was like nearly all we have had in the 
state for the last two years,absolutely without 
cause. Colonel Beaumont said if the section 
foreman had only taken Dick by the neck 
and shaken him there would have been no 
further trouble. These Indians do not resent 
such treatment when they are In the wrong. 


THE SOUTHERN UTEa. 


As the-Indians'had; not arrived we spent 
o intervening time in obtaining infotmation 


about the tribe. The Southern Utes ar,e made 
up of three tribes, 
the 
Weetnanuches, 


Muaches and Capotes. Ignacio Is only the 
chief-of the first tribe, which is as large as 
the two remaining ones. But his arrogance 
and ability have given him such control over 
the three tribes that whenever there is any 
trouble his leadership of all is conceded 
Aguila (eagle) is the chief of the Muaches, 
but is now quite old and leaves 'the manage- 
ment of his tribe largely to Buckskin Char- 
lie and Ojo. Blaiico, both of whom are <ex- 
ceedingly popular with the whites. The 
chief of the Capotes is Topiach, who 
older than Aguila and a man of little influ- 
ence. Iguaclo's character never has been 
much admired by the whites. When he 
has had power he has been arrogan 
and dangerous, but now he perceives that his 
tribe cannot fight without annihilation. He 
is surrounded by whites who are well armed 
The three tribes number only about eigln 
hundred and have not more than two hundred 
and fifty or three hundred warriors, while 
•4 day's},*notice .canid...summon, to arms at 
least 1,300 well armed white men living al 
around them. Ignacio is shrewd enough to 
realize all this and will not allow any out 
break among the Southern Utes If it can be 
avoided. There are also leading men like 
Buckskin Charlie and Ojo Blanco who are 
real friends of the whites and who are fo: 
peace from good will to the whites as -well as 
policy. Col.- Beaumont, who has studied tin 
character of these Utes for three years 
says there' is not the least 
danger o 


an outbreak unless some Indian is killed 
There are constant irritations now, but the 
Indians see that discretion Is the better par 
of valor. ' 


OJO JJLAMCO. 


After waiting until after 10 o'clock, Oj 


Blanco of -the Muaches quietly came in tlie 
room where we were sitting and was presentee 
to us. We were informed he was one of th 
good Indians and took particular notice o 
him. He was, if we can use the term, dressed 
gentlemanly— i. o., without display. Ho wor 
no jewelry or ornaments, except the sllve 
rings on his fingers. He had on a "bilet 
shUV1 and very little color In the rest of hi 
clothing. No, paint made his face hideous 
His dress and manner were in striking an 
pleasant contrast with most of the Indian 
who oame,'in'afterwards. Jn figure he wa, 
well made, of medium height and rathei 


Whatever may be the prejudice against his 
character his figure and carriage inspire ad- 
miration. He is about forty years old and in 
his prime. His figure is straight, tall and 
splendidly proportioned. His bearing is won- 
derfully courtly. He came into the room 
slowly and quietly. We were presented to 
him in turn and he received us with tlie 
courtly grace and dignity of an emperor. His 
dress was decidedly Indian. Huge rings luing 
from his ears and other articles of jewelry 
ornamented his person. No fresh paint had 
been put on his face that day, but that of the 
day or days before had be»n evenly distrlbnt 
ed over his face and gave it a red shiny ap- 
pearance. The expression of his face was 
not easy to read beyond that it was crafty, 


ther, Indians followed among them Topiach 
rtio looked like a dried up Mexican.

THE CONFERENCE. 


As all were present we began to think 
bout tlie "talk."

.ontempttiouslv rejected a "Henry Clay" and 
passed it to aii inferior Indian. 
The Indians 


30011 besan talking among themselves. Aguila 
explained to Ignacio an incident that occurred 
at the station the day before. 
A young man. 


lamed Eskriilge, who was" wounded in the 
foot at the light at Sierra La Sal, in'June, 
stepped off the cars- at Ignacio, full of bad 
whiskey. Seeing an Indian he grabbed him 
jy the throat and began to feel for his shooter. 
Several whites ^interfered and no harm came 
of It. Aguila told this story with such appro- 
priate gestures that we all fully understood 
lim. Aguila and Ignacio both laughed heart- 
ily over flic incident. 
They rather enjoyed 


the uncomfortable position of one of their 
number so long as no harm came of it. But 
if there had been any shooting it would have 
jeen very different. 


Seeing they were ready to converse, John, 


the colored cook, was called for. Besides 
knowing how to make meat rejected by the 
Indians palatable he is a good linguist. He 
understands the Ute, Apache, Navajoe a«d 
Spanish languages. Usually an interpreter is 
used by the whites to translate the English 
Into Spanish, and then the Indians have an 
interpreter (to translate the Spanish into Ute. 
But John could translate the English directly 
Into Ute, and thus made the conference easier 
and simpler. The Indians also have more 
confluence in John, imd do not suspect him 
of cheating them. The conference was in- 
formal and consisted of rather a running con- 
versation. 
. 
. 


John told them tlie party came to talk about 


Dick's conduct, but had found out that the 
tribe was not responsible for his conduct; 
that they had no complaints to make against 
the tribe and trusted tlie Indians would be 
friendly aiid not interfere with the road. 


Aguila said that he wanted to be friendly 


with the whites and wanted the whites to be 
friendly with the Indians; that there were 
foolish Indians and white men like Dick and 
they could not always prevent them from do- 
ing mischief. 


In answer to a request that they should try 


to keep the foolish (as Aguila called them) 
Indians from mischief, Iguacio said he would 
try, but that he coulu not be wliu nil his In- 
dians all the time. JJe expressed friendly 
feelings. 


Coneru also expressed friendly feelings. 


The whole interview impressed one that the 
Indian chiefs desired to be at peace with the 
whites. We all smoked again. About this 
time an amusing incident occurred, which 
showed the Indian's appreciation of humor. 
A young buck appeared at tlie door dressed 
in high colors, ornamented (or disfigured, as 
you like It) with rings and beads, and paint- 
ed In the 'most extravagant manner. John 
was requested to ask the Indians jf this was 
"a ladies' man;" which he did. The question 
immediately amused the chiefs and they 
laughed and jabbered over it. .Aguila told 
John that the white men did 'not ask the 
question and that "he had put it up on them."

for fuel, It would not only be very costly, but 
it would be absolutely exhausted in a century 
or so. Indeed, within the short period of set- 
tlement In the principal mining districts the 
greater part of the timber for miles about 
them has been destroyed by forest fires, or 
consumed by [the people. Were there not 
an inexhaustible supply of splendid carbon, 
so distributed throughout the habitable por- 
tions of the state as to be' cheaply placed 
within the reach of all, the prospect for the 
future would be almost appalling. 


The southern half of our great common- 


wealth is equally well" provided for hi the 
matter of quantity, with the advantage of bet- 
ter quality, for much -of the coal in that sec- 
tion is readily convertible into coke. Thous- 
ands of tons of tins commodity are made 
;here, for use in the manufactures of various 
kinds, but chiefly for smelting gold and silver 
ores. Yet hi the region known as the Gunni- 
son, extending far beyond- any lines of civil- 
ized settlement yet formed, 'there is coal 
enough to supply the whole American conti- 
nent for centuries. • Furthermore, it Is of the 
finest bituminous and anthracite varieties. It 
is believed that the anthracite beds of that 
region are of equal/if not greater extent, than 
those of Pennsylvania, and the bituminous 
much larger. 


These bituminous and anthracite forma- 


tions extend from the eastern slopes of Mon- 
ta Carbon and Whetstone, in Gunnison coun- 
ty, north and west throughout the "greater 
part of that county and the vast section 
known as the Ute Indian reservation. 
In 


this region a large number of streams bear 
the name of Coal creek. The anthracite beds 
alternate 'with the bituminous ail over the 
country. The principal discoveries, however, 
are on Rock creek, near its head; on some of 
the tributaries of Slate river, southwest of 
Irwin, and on Anthracite creek, west of ,lr- 
win, a distance of about sixteen miles. Semi- 
anthracite is found on Coal creek, a branch of 
of Anthracite. . The bituminous varieties are on 
Slate river; on Coal creek,one of its branches; 
on Ohio creek ; on Caflon creek, a branch of 
Ohio; on the lower portion of Coal creek, a 
branch of Anthracite, and in the formations 
below Anthracite, on tlie north fork 'of Gnn- 
nison river. 
These formations also extend 
north and east. 


The anthracite veins are from three to 


seven feet in thickness, and the bituminous 
from five to eight feet. No extensile devel- 
opments have occurred, as there has been no 
market for these products beyond the needs 
of the local populations. 


Botli the South Park and the Denver & Hio 


Grande railways will traverse the better por- 
tions of these enormous coal fields. All ex- 
cept the anthracite makes splendid coke, the 
best thus far produced from any of our Colo- 
rado coals, except,possibly, those of the South 
Park, at Como. In the course of time, as the 
country grows, as railways are extended and 
the freights cheapened, we shall be shipping 
the. products of these fields, anthracite and 
coke, not only to our own large centers of 
population, but to the territories west and the 
Missouri and Mississippi states east of Colo- 
rado. There is no reason why we should not 
eventually compete with Pennsylvania in the 
Missouri and Mississippi valleys. 


Arrangements are In progress for the con- 


struction of a large number of. coking ovens 
in the Gunnison coal fields, just as soon as 
the railways shall be completed to the first of 
the series. Of course when anthracite can be 
laid down in Denver for eight to ten dollars 
per ton, it will be very largely preferred to 
the softer coals for domestic use, and this, 
supplementing the manufacturing demand, 
will soon create a very heavy -and profitable 
new traflic for the roads. Foreseeing these 
events, many of our local capitalists, and of 
course the railway companies, are aiming 
their attention actively to the organization of 
schemes having that end in view. It is clear 
to our minds, however, that no private ven- 
tures,-uot connected with the railway com- 
panies either directly or by iron clad con- 
tracts for transportation, can succeed In com- 
»etition with such powerful bodies who con- 
trol the markets and the roads to them. It is 
the business of these companies to make all 
the money tiiey can. Every railroad man 
sees the tremendous harvests obtainable from 
mining and shipping coal from 'their own 
banks, and it may be set down as a fact that 
many tracts of choicest coal lauds were se- 
cured by them when theft .lines weire. sumanui-

lege—A Very Successful 


Year in Prospect. 


Something About Our Public 


Schools. 


The fall term of Colorado college opened 


yesterday morning at 8.80 o'clock with devo- 
tional exercises in the college chapel. About 
twenty-nine students were in attendance, al- 
though this is onlyaboutone-thirdof the num- 
ber expected, many having not yet reached 
the city. President Tenney who has been at 
the east during the greater part of the sum- 
mer in the interest of the institution reports 
that quite a large number of eastern students 
have signified their intention, of coming—es- 
pecially those affected, with weak lungs. 
Three new professors have been elected 
since the dlosing of tlie last term tuid 
tlie college now has a corps of instructors su- 
perior to any other educational institution in 
the west. New branches of study will be ta- 
ken up this year which will give the students 
advantages superior to those of last year. 
The faculty is now composed of President 
Tenney and Professors Loud, Bacon, Martin, 
Stone, Sheldon and Strieby and Miss Bump. 
One of the features of this year's cpiirso will 
be the geology class under the instruction of 
Professor Stone. Two classes will be formed, 
one in advanced and the other in elementary 
study. The latter will Include more especially 
interesting lield work,'for which the country 
about Colorado Springs is the best in the 
world. Those interested in the study of geol- 
ogy and not students of the college can con- 
nect themselves with the class by ithe payment 
of a certain fee not yet determined. 


Professor Strieby will not bescin giving in- 


struction in assaying until the 1st of Novem- 
ber. Much interest was taken in this branch 
of study last year, and it is expected that his 
classes will be much better amended than last 
year. Professor Strieby has the reputation of 
being one of the most accurate assayers and 
expert mineralogists in Colorado. For work 
in his department Professor Strieby has 
gathered duringJJie summer, in the different 
mining camps, a large assortment of the dif- 
ferent kinds of mineral. 


President Temusy will on next Sunday re- 


sume hispublic lectures, which were so well 
attended and received last year. 


A ladies' co-operative club has been formed 


and a building procured for its use on Weber 
street next to Dr. Kimball's. The object of 
tlie organization is to give young women an 
opportunity" of procuring an education, the 
expense of which is defrayed by doing house 
work at the club. Many ladies in Colorado 
are desirous to obtain an edue.it.ioh but are 
not in circumstances to meet the expense 
which it incurs. 
Under this co-operative 


system any .lady can by ,.& few hours' work 
each day secure the same educational advan- 
tages extended to others who pay. A rate of 
three dollars a week has been established for 
other lady students of the college wishing to 
board at the club. 


The same arrangement has been perfected 


for tlie gentlemen students and young men 
seeking an education will be provided with 
work to pay for it. The trustees have pur- 
chased a suitable tract for agricultural pur- 
poses where the students may work. Carpen- 
ter work will also be provided for those who 
prefer it. In this way students can by de- 
voting two hours each day to work pay the 
entire expenses of the yearwith:the exception 
of $100. If they choose to give more than 
two hours each day all expenses can be paid. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


, Our public schools have opened for this 
season's work under the most favorablet>f cir- 
cumstances. Over.five hundred pupils are 
now enrolled in all the departments and more 
are coming every day. Professor Harris, the 
superintendent, says that if the number of 
pupils continues to increase that more school 
room will be necessary. The teachers se- 
lected for the year just begun are as follows:

This mode of teaching is 
thought to be preferable especially for small 
children as six hours is much longer than is 
actually necessary for them to be confined in 
tlie school room. Professor Harris informs 
us that the sixth grade is by far the best air 
tended department of the school.

Details by Olay Burgess of a Terrible Ac- 


cident in the Block Canon* 


• The Leadville Democrat contains the follow- 
ing; account of an accident to a sun-eying par- 
ty in the Black Caiion: Among the passengers 
that stepped from tlie Denver & Rio Grande 
train yesterday morning was Clay Burgess, a 
well-known young man of tills city, who has 
been identified with local surveying outfits. 
Clay looked as if he had just been exiled 
from the sun or was a native of Morocco, and 
his sun-burned complexion almost concealed 
his identity from his best friends. 


"Don't you know me?" asked Clay, who 


had explored the mysteries, upon numerous 
occasions in company with the reporter, at the 
same time thrusting his brown and' well 
tanned hand towards, him. 


Even under tlie disguise that would have 


prevented detection at a bal masque, tlie fea- 
tures were finally recognized and an account 
was asked for his absence. Mr. Burgess has 
just severed his connection with the survey- 
ing corps of tlie Denver & Kio Grande rail- 
way, with •which department he lias been for 
some months. People, and especially the 
older members of the police force, will re- 
member Clay as having stood off two ' foot- 
pads upon one occasion'and received a blade 
that rent a frightful gash in Ms side. When

Mr. 


Burgess, together with a partner by the name 
of Will Mason, who was also a resident of 
tills city, made application for employment, 
and they were awarded positions as chain- 
men. 
They proceeded at .once to South 


Arkansas, at which place they were to organ- 
ize, and after a day's delay they started out 
upon their errand. Since that time up to 
within about ten days he'has maintained his 
connection with tlie surveyors. When asked 
why he had severed his connection with the 
organization, a tear—the honest index to a 
tender subject—rolled down his embrowned 
cheek and he narrated a touching story. 
He said that no one who had not visited tlie 
country could understand its extreme rug- 
gedness, and in following up the route they 
found the dark caverns of Black caiion hi 
their path. Some time was devoted to an 
effort to avoid going through.this caiion, but 
it was found to be as easy as any other por- 
tion of the country. Accordingly they went 
to work, and for hundreds of feet they were 
compelled to descend in a basket that was 
prepared for the purpose, to proceed with 
their labor. The bottom of tlie caaion was 
almost perpendicular with tlie surface, and 
nothing save a projecting rock interrupted 
the descent. About two weeks ago his part- 
ner, Will Mason, who Dlirgess suggested at 
this chapter in his story had been a former 
attache at Owen & Chittendeu's, got into the 
basket and was about to descend to the 
depths of the caiion. He had been preceded 
by tlie "stakeuiau,". and he had made the trip 
below without any accident. The basket was 
governed by a windlass which was set solidly 
in the rocks above and supported by strong 
braces that rendered it impossible for it to 
give away, even under hundreds of '"pounds 
weight. A long scantling that stood out from 
the surface with a roller adjusted at one end 
kept the baskets of human freight from tlie 
rocks. Upon the morning mentioned tlie bas-

when

rope relaxed, and 
peering below, they 


discovered that it had caught tight iu a, 
crevice on tlie side of the mountain. Below 
sat Mason in the basket looking up towards 
them in an appealing way. The windlass 
was turned with the full strength of those at 
the handle, but they were unable' to loosen 
tlie rope. Below Mason was an intervening 
space of nearly seven hundred feet, and his 
position was a horribly perilous one. He 
clung with an unrelenting grasp to the rope 
that kept him out oS the jaws of a fearful 
eternity, anJ did not observe that the sharp 
edges of the crags above were fast eating 
their way through the slender threads of the 
large rope, and consigning him slowly bu 
surely to a fatal fall. While the men were 
working away above hi an effort to free the 
rope .'from the strong grip ot the crevice 
in which, it had caught, the windlass sud- 
denly lost all opposition and the men 
fell back. They could divine what had 
happened, and with a shudder they looked 
below. The basket had gone down, carrying 
with it poor Mason upon his errand of death.' 
It was only a moment until the bottom of tlie 
cafion was reached, and Mason was changed 
to a mass of flesh and bones. The stakemen 
below saw it, and approaching the body found 
it was inanimate. Then additional rope was 
promptly procured, so aa to reach tlie 
bottom of tlie canon below. It was lowered; 
the basket was attached by the stakemen, 
and the dead body of tlie unfortunate cliain- 
iiuui was elevated to the surface. The mu- 
tilated form was strapped on to the back of a 
mule, and sent to the terminus of the road 
and thence to South Arkansas, accompanied 
by Burgess. They were then placed in a neat 
coffin and sent to tlie grieved parents at 
Whichita, Kansas.

In the Golden 
State some of these mountains have been re- 
moved by hydraulic power, the gold separated 
from the sand and gravel, and the debris, 
called tailings, deposited in the valleys, tilling 
them up to great depths. 


As placers are generally discovered in a new 


mining district before quart/, mines, so those 
placers that are in the beds ol present 
streams are more easily found than those of 
ancient extinct rivers or subterranean streams. 
The earliest mining is in the gulches. That 
there is gold in a region where it was not be- 
fore known to exist is generally first discov- 
ered by accident. A freshet tears up the 
loose sand and gravel on the bed-of a stream 
and carries it away, exposing the particles of 


Indian Belies in Maine.

One of the most interesting localities ami 


one of the latest unearthed in this vicinity is 


IB Indian place of execution or torture on 
•'ort Island at the narrows, near the mouth ol 
Janiariscotta river. A few days ago, while 
'ostmaster Gantage and Mr. Phelps were 
tinting for relics'at the above-named place, 
ley discovered, among numerous lish spears, 
leedles and arrowheads, the remains of live 
keletons, tiupiirently Indians — tho skulls 
howhiK a very low order of intellect—one 
kull of which they were able to get outnear- 
y perfect, which is now in the possession ot 
)r. Chapman.. They found live under-jaws, 
one of them nearly perfect, but none of them 
would lit the skulls. One skull was very 
large; they judged it to be nearly twice the 
size of the average, but so -far decayed that 
with the utmost care it could not be moved 
from the place where it lay. These skeletons 
did not lie in any regular order, but appeared 
to have been burned at a stake, as a space ot 
six feet square or more was covered with 
ashes, charcoal and rocks that had been ex- 
posed to lire. The skulls were nearly lacu 
down, and but few other bones could bo re- 
moved whole. 
The appearance Indicated 


that there had been numerous victims burned 
at different times, and the whole was covered 
with an accumulation of earth and shells in 
four distinct layers one foot in depth. Ihey 
also found pottery, the skulls of deer and 
jaws of bears and one large stag or elk horn. 
There is no doubtbutthat diligent search will 
reveal further evidence of a place of savage 
torture.
